as Esterer, Wills, Goodwin 

and Hadfield give chase 


A thundering five-car scrap for the 
lead mesmerised the sell-out crowd 
during the Whitsun Trophy at the 
Goodwood Revival from 14-16 
September. In one of the most 
exciting contests in the event’s 
15-year history, Canadian Jay 
Esterer — the sideways star of last 
year’s race in his blisteringly quick 
Chinook Mk2 — roared off the grid 
to take the lead from Chris Good- 
win’s ex-Chris Amon McLaren 
M1B and pole-sitter Gary Pearson 
in Marshall Bailey’s Lola T70 
Spyder. By the end of the first lap, 
Pearson was up to second and chal- 
lenging for the lead, with Esterer 
heading a sensational train of cars 
that also included Roger Wills’ 
M1B and Simon Hadfield in the 
Huffaker-Chevrolet. 

Wills bided his time from the 
best seat in the house — watching as 
Esterer and Pearson traded places, 
sliding in unison around the Sussex 
circuit — before making a superb 
pass to take the lead. He looked to 
have it in the bag but ran wide a few 
laps later and rejoined fourth. 

With under five minutes to go, 
Pearson finally made his advantage 
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stick, taking the chequered flag 
from Esterer and Wills, who’d 
nipped back into the final podium 
place on the last lap. 

“To drive these cars anywhere is 
fantastic,” said Pearson, who was 
celebrating his 10th Revival win, 
“but here they’re a real handful, 
and Jay’s car control is phenomenal. 
It was good, proper, clean racing.” 

It was by no means the only 
closely fought race over the three-

day event, which attracted 146,000 
enthusiasts. The saloon cars in the 
two-part St Mary’s Trophy always 
put on a great show, and Saturday’s 
first leg ‘produced an epic battle 
between Rob Huff’s Austin A40 
and Anthony Reid’s Jaguar Mk1. 
Reid took an early lead, but after a 
race-long fight it was the nimble 
Austin that came out on top.

Jackie Oliver and Kenny Brack’s 
spirited duel brought them within 
touching distance of the leading 
pair. Oliver’s crowd-pleasing 
BMW 700 pipped the Swedish 
driver’s A40 to take third place. 

In the following day’s second leg, 
Reid’s co-driver Justin Law did just 
enough to take the win on aggre- 
gate ahead of Huffand Des Smail. 

The excitement continued all the 
way through to Sunday’s closing 
Sussex Trophy. Alex Buncombe led 
away in the Lister-Jaguar but, when 
he retired, Julian Majzub took over 
the lead. He managed to keep his 
ever-more-sideways Sadler ahead 
of the hard-charging Andrew 
Smith’s Lister-Chevrolet. 

“T’ve been trying to win this race 
for years,” said a delighted Majzub.

‘Trophy in his Lotus 26R. 

Max Werner was awarded the 
Rolex Driver of the Meeting award 
for driving his Alfa Romeo 
8C-2300 over from Germany, and 
winning the Brooklands Trophy 
after a dice with Gareth Burnett’s 
Talbot. Werner later drove the Alfa 
all the way back to Diisseldorf.

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GOODWOOD REVIVAL 
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The on-track reunion of pre-war 
Mercedes-Benz and Auto Union 
greats was a major coup to lead the 
Revival parades. To celebrate the 
Silver Arrows’ 1937 dominance at 
Donington, 10 of the all-conquer- 
ing machines were demonstrated 
together for the first time since the 
30s. The sound and smell of the 
cars warming up in front of a recre- 
ation of the ’38 Swiss GP pits, built 
by Peter Russell, was magical. 

Both teams enlisted top aces to 
drive, but the Mercedes — led by 
Jochen Mass in the W125 and Karl 
Wendlinger in the W25 — seemed 
to be allowed more revs. Highlights 
included two W154s, headed by 
the Collier Collection’s very origi- 
nal 3-litre beast driven by Shelby 
Cup victor Rob Hall. 

Ferrari 250GTOs have a great 
tradition at Goodwood, so it was 
apt that two TT winners were 
among the 15 assembled for a 
50th-anniversary display. Unlike 
the cautious parade at the Le Mans 
Classic, the Goodwood demonstra- 
tion was much more dramatic, with

Federation's stand, where we received a continuous stream of queries 
from members and traders alike on various topics. No prizes, though, for 
guessing what was at the top of the list of points being raised. Yes, the 
European Commission's draft proposals for replacement of the 
Roadworthiness Testing Directive was the clear winner. 

The draft, published in July 2012, raises a lot of questions. Most of 
those at Beaulieu came from mild- 
looking individuals who, after a few 
moments of conversation, were 
expressing their views with a 
passion that was almost tangible. 
Understandably, at this venue, 
feelings were running high and often 
it was just not possible to give any 
assurances about the future — or to 
change the ideas of some people 
who believe that this is a done deal 
and that were all doomed. 

The Federation, while taking a no less passionate view, has to treat the 
subject in a colder light. Put simply, we believe that the current definitions 
are unworkable, completely unacceptable and will do little or nothing for 
road safety, but would add to the bureaucratic burden of road users. 

These proposals will have to be approved by each EU member country 
before being adopted and the Federation will continue to recommend in 
the strongest terms to the UK Government that they should be rejected.

y sons Joe and Ben 
know better, but I do

I thought out loud and, 10 miles up the 
road, we discovered a hastily made ‘Drag Racing 
‘Today’ sign stuck into the verge. 

To my joy, it was a nostalgia event — the Hot 
Rod Eruption — organised by Billetproof, “he 
world’s least important car shows.’ Riverdale 
Raceway is a backwater '/s-mile strip that’s rustic 
and low key. For $10, we were soon marvelling at 
the diverse machinery — from a twin-engined rail 
to wild gassers and hopped-up vintage Model As. 
The further north you travel on the West Coast, 
the friendlier the people seem to become — and 
the Billetproof crowd were typical. So laid-back 
was the officialdom that it felt like street-racing 
1960s style, and I half expected the primer-grey 
55 Chevy from Two-Lane Blacktop to appear. 

This was a refreshing contrast after the glitzy 
overload of Monterey week. Other than a picket 
fence, the safety measures were minimal and 
everything was wonderfully accessible. Many of 
the runners were taking pals for rides on the 
strip. The heady aroma of fast-burning, high- 
octane fuel, torched rubber and hot dogs 
combined with wild V8 sounds was addictively 
authentic. One of my favourites was ‘Tom 
McDonald with his Henry J gasser ‘Mister 
Nasty’. Powered by a Ford 429cu in motor ina 
self-made 2x3in-tube chassis, it was completed 
just prior to the event. “I wasn’t looking for a 
Henry J,” said McDonald, “but came across it in 
a local ¢ garage in West Seattle. It’s all legal and 
gives about 560bhp. I would have driven it down

from Lake Stevens but thought I'd 
break something at the strip. I don’t 
care about the times. Just hang on 
baby.” He has lots of happy teenage 
memories of street racing on 
Golden Gardens in Ballard, Seattle 
with his first car, a Ford Crown 
Victoria: “We raced seven days a 
week, just for shits and grins.” 

Other highlights included Steve 
Gilligan’s beautiful channelled 
maroon 732 five-window coupe. “It 
was bought new in Estacada, outside 
Portland, and made into a hotrod in 

"52 bya group of high-school kids,” 

said Gilligan. “It was never painted 
until Il bought it in ’08.” He thought 
nothing of che 300-mile drive down 
from Vancouver, Washington with 
buddy Mike Thompson in his highly patinated 
three-window coupe, which matched anything in 
Pebble’s Preservation class. Thompson pushed 
it hard on the strip, with spectacular burnouts for 
every run. “It raced in Georgia between 1957 and 
’67 and had four different engines, from Pontiac 
to Dodge,” said Thompson from Ridgefield, 
WA. “We're running a 401 Buick with a four- 
speed and a ’57 Olds rear. It sat in a chicken coop 
for 40 years until I bought it this year and ran on 
pavement for the first time since ’67 at Fresno. 
My dream is to race at Bakersfield.” 

‘Too soon I remember that we’re on holiday 
and my lads have been very tolerant, but I could 
have spent all afternoon chatting to this great 
bunch. The riotous high- horsepower spectacle 
was the perfect contrast to visiting the dormant 
volcano at Mount St Helens. It never ceases to 
amaze me the investment America puts into its 
roads, and the dead-end Route 504 to the John- 
ston Ridge Observatory at 43 14ft is typical. The 
smooth surface and flowing bends are a driver's 
heaven, and unsurprisingly we saw a couple of 
Ferraris enjoying the run. Nothing prepares you 
for the scale of the volcanic wipeout. 

But if you love epic machinery, there are so 
many distractions from the breathtaking scenery 
in Washington. Next time I'll make it to the 
newly opened LeMay Automotive Museum in

in Seattle, not to mention that Bocing Stearman

he roads leading to and from Carmel 

Valley and the Monterey area were 
so awash with classics this summer, 
you could be forgiven for thinking 
the clock had turned back 40 years or 
so. The classic car movement is growing expo- 
nentially. The proof is in the pudding. I had a 
small diversion to the Bonneville salt flats in 
Utah (more about that later), so [ missed the pre- 
historics at Laguna Seca, but I did make the 
Carmel Concours run superbly by Doug Freed- 
man and his missus, Genie. It was the biggest 
turnout yet, with the accent on Porsche and 
what Americans call Shelby Cobras. We know 
that they’re really AC Cobras, but we don’t need 
a war over nomenclature, do we? 

My mate Donald Osborne helps out with the 
commentary. Keeping up the verbal for hours on 
end is the trickiest job of all; he doesn’t use any 
notes or references, but manages to quack away 
all day once fully wound up to keep the show 
rolling along. T his event always attracts trans- 
porters of one sort or another, and the 1956 Fiat 
306/2 open gantry by Bartoletti on show this 
year was originally used by Maserati and then 
bought by Lance Reventlow for his Scarab F1 
team (C&SC, December 2008). It was left in 
England and used by Team Lotus in 1961, 
Shelby American had it at Le Mans, then Alan 
Mann’s GT cars, David Piper’s Ferraris, the 
McQueen Le Mans movie, the JCB team and 
Harley Cluxton’s Mirage equipe... Phew! What 
a star bit of kit, currently restored in Scarab blue 
and just itching to go racing again. This machine 
has stories to tell, not

Of course, Quail

The 10th The Quail: A 
Motorsports Gathering was its usual excellent 
self. One of the honoured marques was Iso Auto- 
mobili, and designer and former MD Piero 
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disembark the Titanic 
before it went down 
in April 1912. 

Next to the 1914 
French GP Mercedes- 
Benz from the Collier Collection, and looking 
quite magnificent, was the equally delicious 
1924-specification 2-litre V12 Delage Grand 
Prix car. Reconstituted without twin blowers as 
used in 1925, this engine-turned all over survi- 
vor was driven on the ‘Tour d’Elegance by Lukas 
Hiini. Blasting down to Big Sur was a real treat 
both for him and the spectators.

lex Zanardi’s recent hand-cycle hero- 
ics at the Paralympic Games yet again 
reminded us that some people are 
simply made of sterner stuff than the 
rest of us. And among racing drivers, 
such mettle seems to be the norm, There must 
surely already be a Hollywood blockbuster of 
Zanardi’s life in the pipeline and, if there is, the 
only potential problem is that those who have 
somehow escaped the media coverage may find 
the astonishing reality a little too implausible! 
While marv elling at the Italian’s triumph over 
adversity, it started me thinking about some 
others who have similarly conquered their 
demons (be they physical or mental), or achieved 
near-superhuman feats of endurance. 
Naturally, the first to spring to mind was 
Archie Scott Brown who, even without Robert 
Edwards’ brilliant 
book Archie and The “| he irqn wil 


Listers, would have

brushing aside his 
disability toraceatthe |) EX! ial 
highest level. On home 
soil, that is, where he > L‘ 
was permitted to. 

Another manner in which the iron will of 
racers is often revealed is the inexhaustible 
reserves of stamina they display. Al Clements 
and I used to think that our 48-hour, 2000-mile 
jaunts on Club Triumph’s Round Britain Relia- 
bility Runs were pretty epic, but we weren’t even 
tugging at the shoelaces of giants. 

Not household-name giants, necessarily, but 
the likes of Eddie Ramsden Hall, the first man 
to drive the entire 24 Hours of Le Mans solo 
(in a 44%4-litre Bentley, in 1950); single-driver 
attempts were later outlawed. He finished eighth 
overall, by the way, while his co-driver ‘Tom 
Clarke sat out the entire race. And at last month’s 
Salon Privé, I was over the moon to meet some- 
one who, for me, is one of the great unsung 
endurance heroes: Dave Degens. 

Who? If you haven’t heard of him, that may be 
because he is a motorcyclist (not strictly C&SC 
material, perhaps, but embodying the spirit lam 
referring to). Degens was the man who took over 
Dresda—if you are wondering, the name is based 
on the founders’ names and doesn’t actually 
mean anything — in Putney Bridge Road and 
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introduced the all-conquering café racer ‘Triton 
~ Triumph engine, Norton frame. 

He explains: “We went there a few times and 
just turned up one day when they were having 
an almighty row, refusing to work with each 
other any more. We ended up buying the busi- 
ness on the spot, lock, stock and barr el.” 

Degens also pioneered box-section rear 
swing-arms to accommodate wider rear race 
tyres — first used on a Yamaha in 1967 — and is 
still a tirelessly busy engineer. But he was also an 
accomplished and successful racer, with a Red-X 
championship and a Thruxton 500 Mile race 
under his belt. Yet it is for his two wins in Barce- 
lona that he should be forever remembered. 

They came in 1965 and 1970, in the 24-hour 
races on the Montjuic street circuit. Degens 
admits to being rather piqued at the lack of 
coverage in the UK 
press for his first win, 
but for them, like me, 
I suspect it was the 
second that stood out. 

This was because 
Degens didn’t just ride 
solo for the 24 hours of 
the race, but also rode 
his ’bike from Paris to Spain to arrive moments 
before the start, then rode home again straight 
after. He scoffs at the suggestion that this was in 
any way heroic: “It wasn’t planned, it was just a 
necessity because the "bike wasn’t ready in time. 
Good thing, too, because the trip down revealed 
a weeping oil tank that I could then fix. 

“In 1965 I won it on a Triton, but by 1970 
Norton stuff was getting thin on the ground and 
my “bike was substantially different, including 
the brakes, for which I used four leading shoes 
on each side [!], and a 650 Triumph motor. 

“No one gave me a hope because Gus Kuhn 
had the Commando engine and a great team 
including a young rider called Barry Sheene. 
They said ‘Don’t bother Dave, we’re going to 
win everything,’ but they didn’t know the secret 
of endurance racing. Pd just keep pushing Barry 
so he was going quicker than he should, while 
[ was cutting the revs back to 5-5500r pm until 
18 hours when you take it away. There was a bit 
more publicity in 1970 so I was happy!” 

To see Degens with the very bike on which he 
achieved this feat was something special. eg

planet. You can read elsewhere the 
stories from this year’s main attractions — the 
pivotal Pebble Beach Concours d’Elegance, the

historic racing on the tough and hilly Laguna 
Seca road course, the chi-chi parties at The 
Quail Lodge and the Casa Palmero. 

But that barely covers half of it. For a start 
there are the auctions, a whole slew of them. 
Watching other people spending millions is 
always good spectator sport. At Gooding & Co 
on the Sunday night [saw somebody put up their 
hand to buy the Mercedes 540K 
von Krieger Special Roadster It Wwe 
for a sum that, with premium, te 
translates to just about seven Al 
and a half million quid. 


The night before, Gooding G!)Y UNE 


sold four glorious Ferraris from 
a recently deceased collector for 
a total of nearly £14million. His 
son told me next day that he was sad to see them 


go, but conceded: “We got ourselves a bunch of 


dollars. And we kept back a couple of Dad’s 
Ferraris to enjoy.” 

Mecum, which passed some 700 cars over the 
block during three days of hard selling, does it 
the traditional American way, with its auction- 


eers spouting that hysterical brand of 
cattle-market gabble that anyone born east of 


Boston cannot decipher. It specialises in US 
muscle cars, but this year had more upmar ket 
machines, too: such as the Penske Can-Am 
Porsche 917/10, which had its own 100-page 
hardback catalogue. It went for £3.5million. 

RM Auctions sold a Ford GT40 for a shade 
over £7million. It had fine JW Automotive 
racing history, although most of the audience 
seemed more impressed that it had been used, 
with its roof cut off, as a camera car in the Steve 
McQueen film Le Mans. 

Afterwards, RM proudly claimed that this 
Ford was the most expensive American car ever 
sold at auction. Perhaps they don’t know that 
G1T40s were built in Slough, Berks. 

Then there are all sorts of satellite gatherings, 
such as Concorso Italiano — this year celebrating 





the cars of Bertone —and various rallies and runs. 
On the Wednesday I dropped in to the Little Car 
Show on the streets of downtown Pacific Grove. 
This is not the smartest area of Monterey, but I 
was rewarded with an entertaining assembly of 
automotive eccentricity. Cars parked at the kerb 
that caught my eye included a Peel Trident, tiny 
anywhere but really tiny in America; an immacu- 
late left-hand-drive Austin A40 Devon; a DKW 

Sonderklasse, rare now even in Germany; anda 
Berkeley, the original 328cc four-wheel model, 

which had been treated to an ex xacting Pebble 
Beach-standard restoration. Indigenous contri- 
butions included a couple of Crosleys and a 
charming American Austin Bantam, which is the 
version of our own Austin Seven made in Butler, 


Pennsylvania in the 1930s. 

The American idea of ‘little’ 
is different from ours in Europe, 
so also on show were an Elva 
Courier and a Daimler SP250. 
Anything British carried kudos 
— such as one of those lilac 
Morris Minors from the post- 
one million production batch. A 
smart MG TC reminded us that 
it was this model that kicked off 
the post-war American craze for 
British sports cars. The whole 
event was charmingly informal 
and — most unusually for 
anything in Monterey in mid- 
August — it was free. It made a 
nice counterpoint to the high fashion and glitz of 
Pebble Beach, where a simple spectator ticket 
will set you back $250, or to the serious high-end 

campaigning at Laguna Seca, where the Cobra- 
only race hada erid of 39 cars. 

But after several visits to this massive extrava- 
ganza, I’ve more or less learned the ropes. For 
example, I know not to stay in Monterey, where 
even the shabbier motels double or treble their 
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Austin Bantam had disc wheels and sharper styling than its UK counterpart 


prices for the week. I drive half an hour inland 
and stay in Salinas, the birthplace of the great 
American novelist John Steinbeck. In this now 
fairly nondescript town a night in a sixty-buck 
motel still costs $60. And there’s free coffee in 
the lobby for the good ol’ long-distance truckers 
who make up most of the clientele. For the 
Monterey peninsula in the third week in August, 
that’s a definite class win. “Sa” 
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worrying fascination with bubble cars 
was satisfied last month when I got 
my first drive ina BMW Isetta. Iam 
now cured, which isa relief, but it was 
an interesting experience. Hopping 
along in this egg-shaped two-seater on wheel- 
barrow-sized wheels lived up (or is that down?) 
to expectations, in that it felt different to 
anything else I have ever steered. It had no 
performance or refinement aspirations, and a 
surprisingly good gearchange, but felt as if it may 
fall over if an acute

The point is that the Isetta was one ticked off 
the list, and I can see why people love them. 
Pompous, self-important arses should be made 
to drive around in them because you can’t take 
yourself seriously in one, and neither can anyone 
else judging by the hoots of laughter from the 
Iso owners as they watched me heave my bulkin 
through the door and behind the wheel. 

All of this got me thinking about the other 
allegedly rubbish cars I would like to drive —a 
sort of pervy museum of stuff you don’t admit to 
liking unless you have a column in a major classic 

car magazine. There would be a Moskvich in 
there, of course. One of the first cars I can 
remember in any detail is my dad’s 412 van 
(I think I mentioned it last month and probably 
lots of other times). I spent hours on imaginary 
adventures behind the wheel of that thing, 
smashing through roadblocks, forcing cars off 
the road with my best Simon Templar face... but 
40 years on I still don’t know what that poo- 
brown light commercial was like to drive. 
Probably terrible by all accounts (although Dad 
liked it), but I want to find out for my self. 

Something BMC? At shows these days I find 
myself gravitating towards Austin Metropolitans 
and whisperi ing shamefully to whoever is with 
me, “I think I que like these” — as if aJ Edgar 
Hoover-type classic-car FBI man might arrest

(June 1987). I know that Mike loved his Ferraris, 
and still does, but I always relished him writing 
about Standard Vanguards and the like. 

A really bad American car would certainly take 
its place in this bunker of automotive shame, but 
there are so many to choose from. I’ve developed 
a strange interest in ’70s Yank poverty cars such 
as Pintos, Vegas and Mavericks; they seem a 
cynical low-point— cars that truly profited by not 
overestimating the intelligence of the American 
public, to paraphrase someone — and I can’t help 
being drawn to their abject awfulness. Not big 
enough to be impressive or small 
enough to be handy, they were 
usually powered by wheezing ‘sixes’ 
yet were not even notably economi- 

cal. They are alluring because they 
are cars that nobody wants to write 
or talk about any more, and for me 
that makes them a deliciously 
uncomfortable moment in history. 
I feel a feature coming on... 

In European terms, Volkswagen 
K70s and 411s conjure the same 
thoughts. I mean, how rubbish are 
they really? Does anyone love them 
now? They probably do: at Classics 
on the Common, I was delighted to 
see someone cherishing a Chrysler 
2-litre: as in the mating game, there 
is someone out there for every car. 
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Luckily for my future career, there are many 
more edifying old cars that I still have an ambi- 
tion to drive. Any gas-turbine would be fun and 
I'd love to drive the 300SLR Uhlenhaut coupé 
ora Lancia D50. There are cars I’ve sampled but 
would love to revisit, too, such as the Mercedes 
C111,a Tucker ora supercharged Cord. Funnily 
enough, the only Bugatti I have ever piloted is a 
Roy ale, which possibly brings us full circle: 
about equal with a Duesenberg, it has to be one

Furthermore, because 
the suspension is unforgiving — as 
befits a military off-roader — it is 
tough on the bum. It was particularly 
useful in the winter snows, as the 
photograph shows: unlike many 
London cars, it never gets stuck. 
‘Jeep Bum/Arse’ is a recognised 
medical condition that afflicted 
drivers during WW2, a sort of 
abscess in the buttock cleft. The 
Jeep also has the least-comfortable 
rear seat of any vehicle | have ever 
travelled in, it being directly over the 
rear axle, with no foot trough for the 
legs.

I read with interest Malcolm 
McKay’s Buyer's guide to the TVR 
Chimaera in the September 
edition. It struck me that the often- 
overlooked (probably because 
there are so few) AC ‘Brooklands’ 
Ace would be a closer comparison 
to the suggested alternatives of MG 
RV8 and BMW M Roadster. 

While only 48 or so Aces were 
produced by AC Cars at the Brook- 
lands factory between 1993 and 796, 
these were hand-made, as was the 
TVR. It also relied on a large V8 
to provide the thrills, so giving a 
comparable alternative — if rather 
more GT than Sport. 

The price bracket is not dissimi- 
lar at present, with Aces available 
from £14-26k. It seems that the Ace 
still has a way to go before achiev- 
ing the classic status of other ACs,

Spitfire romance 


Your Triumph Spitfire article 
(C&SC, August) brought back 
memories of my Mk1, BVD 893C. 
In 1973, I quit my first job, lured 
my girlfriend back from Australia 
and embarked on a 9000-mile trip 
around Europe. A box bolted to the 
luggage rack held all of our camp- 
ing stuff, but, due to the risk of 
theft, we kept the hard-top on. I 
had rebuilt the engine, and Hill- 
thorne Engineering lightened and 
balanced the crank, conrods and 
flywheel, plus skimmed the head 
fora slight compression ratio boost. 
The valve springs were uprated, the 
head ported and the combustion 
chambers smoothed. Net effect: 
a free-revving engine that could 
run flat-out when required. 

Our travels took us through west 
France and Andorra to Algeciras, 
where we had aspirations of cross- 
ing to Morocco, traversing Algeria 
and Tunisia and getting a boat to 
Sicily. Judging by the other hard- 
core travellers in their overland 
vehicles at the dock, we realised 
that this was folly in the Spit, so 
instead made our way up the east 
coast of Spain, around the south of 
France, and down via the west coast 
of Italy to Sicily, where I ceremoni- 
ously fried an egg on the bonnet! 

Then we drove up to Brindisi, 
shipped the car to Corfu and thence 
through northern Greece down to 
Istanbul. By then the car was 
getting rattly, so we headed back via 
Yugoslavia and Switzerland, chang- 
ing the brake pads in the snows of 
the Bernina Pass. In three months, 
the exhaust fixings came adrift 
occasionally, the carbs needed 
cleaning out from dirty fuel, and 
the clutch slave cylinder failed in 
Paris. Once home, I replaced vari- 
ous suspension parts, re-shod the 
car and carried on driving. The trip 
was done with no breakdown cover

Racing inspires GI 4Q-loving Lancastrian 


One glance at John Ketchell’s spec- 
tacular paintings and it’s clear from 
his Impressionist style that speed 
motivates him. “Pll paint anything 
that moves,” he explains. “I’ve done 
speedboats, aircraft and horses ina 
polo-themed series, but cars are my 
first love.” When he’s lost for an 
idea, there’s a GT40 replica in the 
garage: “It’s on open pipes and the 
neighbours aren’t keen when I fire 
it up on Sunday mornings, but the 
Lancashire and Cheshire roads are 
great. I enjoy taking it to Oulton 
Park, my favourite track.” 
Ketchell has always been mad 
about motors: “I'd look for pictures 
in papers and magazines. The GP 
Talbot-Lago was an early favour- 
ite.” A talent for drawing developed 
and Ketchell eventually went to art 
school in Preston to study graphics. 
There he’d regularly sketch inter- 
esting vehicles in the car park, and 
subsequently worked as an illustra- 
tor. Following ad agency jobs, he 
switched to stop-frame animation: 
“I'd continued to draw and had 
done paintings for local shows. 
With the development of comput- 
ers, though, I became discouraged 
and decided to start painting full 
time. My wife was very supportive.” 
He began with photo-realism, 
but quickly found it frustrating: “I 
was a fan of the French Impression- 
ists, and thought that it would be a 
good direction to capture speed.” 
Acrylics suited his new style, and 
his vivid studies of historics were 
soon in demand: “Jim Clark was my 
hero, and the 1960s and the ’30s are 
my favourite periods. The shape of 
the subjects is a key factor and the 
big sports-prototypes such as the 
917, T70 and GT40 have always 
excited me. The balance of danger 


against speed of the Silver Arrows 
— particularly the Auto Unions — is 
also part of the appeal.” 

Many artists would be intimi- 
dated by the prospect of depicting a 
wet race, but not Ketchell: “There’s 
something about racing in the rain 
or at night, or both together. I love 
the atmosphere with the spray and 
reflections from the lights. When 
possible, I work on a big scale and 
have recently completed a series of 
4ft-square commissions.” 

Ketchell owned a string of classic 
sports cars before the Gulf-liveried 

+ 1D40, including Porsche 911s 
and a Jaguar E-type 4.2: “I'll never 
forget driving it at night at 140mph 
on a deserted motorway. The lights 
were hopeless and seemed to point 
at the sky.” He also enjoys updating 
the spec of his GTD40: “That’s all 
part of the fun. We’re on the third 
engine and it now has a 440bhp 
5.7-litre V8.” Little wonder his 
paintings are so dramatic. MW

FITTING TRIBUTE TO THE OLD MAN 


Italy’s exotic-car centre Modena 
boasts an impressive new museum, 
celebrating both the automotive 
history of the region plus the life 
and work of Enzo Ferrari. The 
project is a joint effort by the town, 
Province and commercial associa- 
tion of Modena, plus Ferrari SpA 
and the Automobile Club of Italy. 

The basis is provided by the 
building that Ferrari’s father owned 
(and Enzo inherited), which was 
used for rail-carriage manufactur- 
ing. Close to the heart of the old 
town centre, this unremarkable 
industrial unit is now juxtaposed by 
a striking modern construction 
painted in Modena yellow. 

In the restored factory, the story 
of Enzo’s origins and career is told, 
including the racing successes that 
were later funded by his sale of the 
building. There’s the obligatory 
recreation of I/ Commendatore’s 
office, using original furniture, and 
audio-visual displays that come to 
life as you pass by. The soft-touch 
walls and back- projected i imagery 
add to the engaging experience. 


Clever design and an array of 


fabulous cars entice visitors into the 
dramatic new building. The theme 
will change every six months, but 
the inaugural display —The Origins 
of the Legend — centres on the 
contribution made by Modena 
to generations of designers, 
engineers, manufacturers and 
enthusiasts the world over. To illus- 
trate, there is a huge variety of cars 
on show including sev eral early

display of sketches and 
styling models by Touring;

Alfa Romeo racers, topped by an 
Alfetta Tipo 158 Grand Prix car 
and the famous Scuderia Ferrari 
twin-engined Bimotore of 1935. 

The surviving Auto Avio 
Costruzioni 815, built by Enzo 
Ferrari before any car bearing his 
own name, takes pride of place near 
the entrance, while Maserati is 
represented by a gold 48 A6-1500 
Pinin Farina and the unique 1955 
Geneva Salon A6G/54 2000. This 
Zagato-bodied Spyder, on loan 
from the Wang Collection, is as 
unusual as it is elegant. 

Other treats include a mid- 
engined Vallelunga, De Tomaso’s 
first road car, and a dramatic 1943 
Stanguellini 1100 Barchetta Ala 
d’Oro alongside a 61 Stanguellini 
Formula Junior racer, both loaned 
by the Stanguellini Museum. Fiat 
is repr esented by a locally bodied 
1934 508S MM sports. 

The perimeter of the interior is 
lined with automobilia. Photo- 
graphs, brochures, drawings, scale 
styling models and mechanical 
components relate the story of car 
design, engineering and manufac- 
turing in Modena, most with 
descriptions in Italian and English. 
Race posters are dotted around the 
cars, which each sit on a white 
plinth allowing the designs to speak 
for themselves. An exemplar of the 
accessible style of modern car 
museums, this small but well- 
focused collection has a lot to offer 
visitors with a passion for Italian 
machinery.

It may look rough ’n’ ready, but Old Yeller Il 
was more than a match for any big-bucks 
Italian exotica, as Mick Walsh finds out

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verybody loves a successful 
underdog, and the American hot- 
rodder Max Balchow sky tapped 
into that with Old Yeller IT. Based 
in Hollywood, there was an 





showmanship about the way this 
self-taught engineer went racing. The entertain- 
ing array of half-truths and myths about his 
crude-looking, home-built sports-racer were 
fuelled by a strong following at Californian race 
meets in the late 1950s and early 60s, before the 
era of the rear-engined prototype and the 
professional driver came along. 

Balchowsky built nine Old Yellers, but it was 
the second one that secured his reputation as the 
Ferrari/Maserati-beater. Beneath its quirky, 
hand-beaten, lemon-yellow body was a cleverly 
engineered machine, combining all of the 
instinctive know-how of its creator who, when 
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appropriate and inspired touch of

flying bombers during WW2?, was known in the 
squadron as ‘the man who can fix anything’. 
From the tatty Idaho Famous Potatoes registra- 
tion plates to the patchwork rear body made 
from old Coca-Cola and Pepsi signs, this 6-litre 
Buick-powered mongrel stood out among the 
millionaire teams of Ferrari Testa Rossas and 
Maserati Birdcages. In contrast to the big 
transporters of rival equipes such as those run by 
John Edgar and Lance Reventlow, Balchow sky 
prided himself on driving to and from events. 
There’s a wealth of tales about Balchow sky’s 

antics. Story has it, he’d use old engine oil, 
rummage around the bins of w ealthy teams to 
scavenge used spark plugs and, when a tyre blew, 
he once combed the car park to borrow a spare. 
After jacking up a spectator’s Buick station 
wagon and removing the wheel, he simply left 
a note saying, ‘Return after races.’ True or not, 
Balchow sky and his wife Ina were hugely 





popular, both with rival teams and spectators. 
And the organisers made the most of Old Yeller’s 
appearances to sell tickets. 

But underneath that ill-fitting roadster body 
was a very sorted chassis and a finely tuned Buick 
‘Nailhead’ motor. Balchow sky was greatly 
respected by his peers, and Buick top brass soon 
noted his success, which began with a 1932 Ford 
Roadster that started a competitive ripple among 
European sports-car owners when the hot rod 
first appeared at Torrey Pines in December ’52. 
When Old Yeller II’s current owner Ernie Naga- 
matsu started organising Balchowsky’s effects, 
he discovered invoices from Buick listed 
as ‘Industrial use only’. Its constructor milked 
Old Yeller’s image as a scrapyard-based racer, 
but the car’s competitive pace and consistent 
reliability in the heat of battle proved that 
Balchow sky took his racing very seriously. 

Old Yeller was initially a challenge to drive,

however, with Balchowsky suffering several 
dramatic spins at the first five races of 1957 in 

California and Arizona. But after he lowered the 
rear and fitted an anti-roll bar from a pick-up 
truck, its fortunes soon changed — particularly 
when a handsome 26-year- -old crew-cut Califor- 
nian accepted a drive in the Examiner Grand 
Prix at Riverside. Just back from Europe, Dan 
Gurney greatly impressed as he chased the latest 
Maserati Birdcage of Bob Drake and hot-shot 
Billy Krause in a Corvette-powered Jaguar 
D-type. Sadly, Gurney retired with engine prob- 
lems when running a strong third. 

“This is as good as the finest car I’ve driven, 
and as comfortable as a baby buggy,” he enthused 
after the race. Balchowsky was a competent 
driver but he fully appreciated the impact when 
Old Yeller was driven bya real ace. He then hired 
Bob Drake, who had lost his drive when entrant 
Joe Lubin pulled the plug on his insanely fast 


Birdcage after accusations that he’d been 
running doped fuel. First time out at Santa 
Maria, Drake whipped all-comers. Next to try 
Old Yeller was Carroll Shelby, who encouraged 
Balchowsky to race at Road America. On the 
car’s first trip east of the Rockies, Shelby led until 
the final laps when the Buick motor cried 
enough, but the Texan was greatly impressed. 

“That old sonofabitch would absolutely fly,” 
he recalled. “Every good car in the US was there 
at Elkhart Lake that year [1960], and we ran 
away from ’em. I’ve driven all kinds of cars, but 
the torque from the Balchowsky special had 
them all beat. I don’t know what the gearbox was 
there for. You could have started in high and 
stayed in that gear all day.” 

Old Yeller IT’s finest hour came at 1960's 
season finale, the Times Grand Prix at Riverside. 
With Drake at the wheel — he was Balchowsky’s 
favourite — it was the talk of the race after a

dramatic dice with Billy Krause’s Birdcage and 
Augie Pabst in the beautiful, no- expense- -spared 
Scarab. Drake chased leader Krause hard, with 
Pabst joining the pair for an epic three-way 
battle in the final laps. The trio was nose-to-tail 
at the chequer, with Old Yeller and Drake finish- 
ing second. The Maserati was smoking at the 
flag, and the Scarab was loaded onto a custom- 
built transporter; Balchowsky and Old Yeller 
simply headed back to LA on the freeway. 

There are more rumours about the fate of Old 
Yeller I, including the story that wealthy Ferrari 
entrant Jon von Neumann offered Balchow sky 
$2500 to drive his racer over a cliff and destroy it, 
while some local enthusiasts reported seeing Ina 
using it for shopping trips. Closer to the truth 
was its sale to an amateur racer in the early ’60s. 
At Cotati, near Sacramento, he lost control of 
Old Yeller on the slowing-down lap and smashed 
into a tree. For decades, the car was thought lost 
until, one evening in 1977 ina Fresno bar, David 
Gibb and his son Blake heard a story about the 
remains languishing in a local backyard. 

The Oklahoma-based enthusiasts delayed 
their trip home and, the next day, went searching 
for Old Yeller IL. Thankfully, they found the sad, 
stripped remains and bought the challenging 
project for $250. An intense rebuild began, and 
with the guidance of Balchowsky — who even 
found spares at the back of his workshop — Old 
Yeller eventually returned to the track with Gibb 


Jnr driving. Again, the faded yellow racer started 


upsetting Ferrari Testa Rossa owners with its 
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Born inrural Fairmont, West Virginia in 1924, 
Max Balchowsky’s family origins were 
Lithuanian. His father died wheaMax was just 
12, but early on he@eveloped an aptitude for 
fixing things, finding work in a local bicycle 
shop and, later, a watch-repair business in New 
York. At the age of 19, he signed up for the 
USAF, where he acted as tail-gunner in a B-24 in 
Europe during WW2 before being assigned to 
the Pacific as an aircraft mechanic. Amazingly, 
he was arrested over loyalty issues when he 
was discovered learning Japanese. 

After the war, Balchowsky relocated to 
California, working with his brother in a repair 
shop before setting up on his own as Hollywood 
Motors in 1951. His landlord was Fred Vogel, 
and together they developed the now long-lost 
1932 Ford-LaSalle roadster. Later projects 
included a Swallow Doretti with cramped Buick 
powerplant, and the transformation of the 
Morgensen Special into Old Yeller |, which 
claimed 16 wins from 1956-61 before being 
written off at Riverside. 

According to various stories, Balchowsky’s 
last.sace was in 1966. While filming with Elvis 
Presley on Viva Las Vegas, which used Old 
Yeller as a camera car, Balchowsky and former 
driver Drake entered a USRRC event at 
Stardust Raceway, and for 300 miles mixed 
iewith McLarens and Lolas to finish 15th. 

Balchowsky continued to work in the film 
industry, preparing the Ford Mustang and 
Dodge Charger for Bullitt, while various Old 
Yellers appeared in The Love Bug race scenes. 
Wherhe reached-his 60s, Balchowsky’s 
colourful character started to fade, first with 
the death of wife Ina, and then the loss of his 
old garage, which he'd inhabited since 1949; 
it was torn down to build a new bank. Historic 
racing brought. hinyback into the limelight 
before he died of a heart condition in 1998.

pace. The highlight of my first visit to the 
Monterey Historic Races was seeing Old Yeller 
run and meeting the Gibb family, who loved 
bringing the legendary car to the West Coast. 
“Every minute of that 1000-mile haul is worth it 
for a new Old Yeller story,” enthused Gibb Snr. 

The car was eventually sold to Ernie Naga- 
matsu, another passionate enthusiast, who 
continued the process of restoring Old Yeller to 
authentic specification. He also befriended 
Balchowsky and took him to races before his 
death in 1998. Nagamatsu occasionally invited 
former drivers to race it, including Billy Krause, 
and in recent years he shipped the car to Britain 
to race at Goodwood, where this year it featured 
in the Dan Gurney tribute. As well as preserving 
and campaigning Old Yeller Il, Nagamatsu has 
extensively researched Balchow sky’ s life, and 
also owns his last unfinished project — the mid- 
engined, chassis-only Old Yeller X. 
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Balchowsky was very much a ‘back of a match- 
box’ sort of engineer, and it’s rumoured that 
Old Yeller’s chassis was drawn up on the 
floor one night at Hollywood Motors. The 
ladder-type frame was formed from 1%in 
chrome-moly tubes and, according to British 
specialist Sean McClut rg: “The chassis welding is 
actually very good.” McClurg has recently 
improved the handling for Nagamatsu. The 
front suspension is double wishbones — drilled 


Jaguar XK at the top and Pontiac lower arm — 


matched toa shortened ’58 Pontiac anti-roll bar. 


The rear is a simple Studebaker live axle with leaf 


springs. Uhere’s no Panhard rod and the location 
is down to the solid bushes. 

“It puts the power down well,” says McClurg. 
“The weight balance is pretty good. The Buick 
is a big lump but it’s set well back in the chassis, 
and the back axle is also very heavy. When you 
look closely at the car, you soon realise that the 










body and driveline are all over the place. Noth- 
ing is straight, including the engine in the 
chassis. The whole cockpit is offset, t, and refitting 
the panels is a nightmare because nothing lines 
up. I think Max made it up as he went along 
but, because this was a one-off, it didn’t really 
matter.” The rack-and-pinion steering was 
borrowed from a junked Morris Minor, while 
the drum brakes are from a 1957/58 Buick and, 
reports McClurg, are “a bugger to adjust”. 

At the heart of Old Yeller is a 6.6-litre Buick 
engine with Winfield camshaft and six down- 
draught Stromberg 97 carburettors sitting on an 
Edelbrock log-type manifold. The layout runs 
on the front and rear carbs all the time, but from 
the middle of the rev range the other two come 
in. “You can really feel the kick at about 
3500rpm, ” says McClurg, “but it’s a sweet 
engine and very prog ressive now that the throt- 
tle has been sorted.” Peak power is 350bhp at 








5400rpm, while the maximum torque of 360Ib ft 
arrives at 3500rpm. McClurg has transformed 
Old Yeller’s drivability: “Even in a straight line 
the chassis was moving about because the bushes 
were virtually oval. Fixing that, combined with 
the work on the throttle, has really improved the 
car. It was a treat to work on because I’ve always 
been a fan of engineer-racers such as Ken Miles 
and Mark Donohue. Max was in that mould.” 

A hot-rodder at heart, Balchowsky couldn’t 
resist timing Old Yeller at a drag-racing meet, 
where it clocked an 11.9 secs standing-start 
Y4-mile with an exit speed of 124mph. It blasted 
from 0-100mph in just 8.6 secs, so there was 
little surprise that it made such good starts. 

Having eagerly read about Balchow sky’s 
specials and seen the car in 1985, it was a long- 
held ambition to get behind the wheel of this 
fabled Ferrari-beater. And it didn’t disappoint. 
Step over the door, settle into the snug leather- 


trimmed bucket seat, and the view ahead over 
the bonnet, with those six trumpets penetrating 
the battered panel, evokes a wealth of images. 
Even before that rude rumble of the Buick 
engine erupts through the unsilenced side-pipes, 
you're imagining Drake chasing Krause’s Bird- 
cage through the desert turns at Riverside with 
Pabst’s Scarab filling the rear-view mirror. Such 
rich history is ingrained into this brutish old 
racer, and you can’t help but feel it. 

The well-braced chassis tubing surrounds the 
cockpit space, while the bare- metal cliff-face 
dash panel holds a motley selection of gauges 
and switches, with historic plaques for Pomona, 
Palm Springs and Santa Barbara tucked under 
the body to the right. The rev counter is from an 
XK while the Morris 100mph speedometer is 
another Balchowsky joke. ‘The driving position 
~with high, bent legs, pendulum pedals and 
a four-spoke sprint-car-style steering wheel —

all bring to mind a well-built Ford hot rod. 
The gearbox i is a Muncie T-10 ‘rock crusher’. 

It features a chunky action but, with deft double- 
declutching, provides a slick change. It perfectly 
matches the grunt of the Buick Nailhead power- 
plant and, w ith so much tor que on tap, you really 
only need third and fourth once you're rolling. 
Being solid-mounted, that engine vibrates right 
thr ough the chassis when it’s started up. 

The car is a hoot to drive. Despite shaggy 
appearances, it feels very strong, rigid, together. 
The performance punch is as potent as in a 289 
Cobra but, matched to beautifully weighted 
steering and impressively balanced handling, it 
inspires. After a few fast laps of our test track, 
I feel really confident, with the drum brakes 
being the only drawback. As the speeds build, the 
pedal travel gets ever deeper. It’s easy to see why 
Nagamatsu has had a few moments at the Good- 
wood chicane because the mighty performance 
soon outstrips the stopping power. 

McClurg has tested the car at Donington 
Park, where he used only third and fourth gears, 
ene he too was impressed by its neutral charac- 

-. The torque from 1000rpm is neck-snapping, 
an when the secondary Strombergs feed in, 
there’s an extra push through the mid-range up 
to the 6000rpm limit. Like its canine Disney 
namesake, Old Yeller is friendly old thing, and it 
had me whooping all around the lap.

urely these two Dinos have noth- 
ing in common beyond their 
names? Not true. Both were 
groundbreaking for Ferrari — so 
much so that they were a brand 


of their own — and both were 

initially spurned by marque devo- 

tees for turning on their head the traditions and 

values of the Pi rancing Horse. One of them has 

been rehabilitated to a degree, but not to the 

extent that current values rival those of its V12 

contemporaries. The other, while undeniably 

enjoying an enthusiastic fanbase, still languishes 

as the cheapest Ferrari of all with the exception 
of its successor, the Mondial. 

So what were their crimes? The 246GT, 
pretty as a picture though it is, had the ‘wrong’ 
engine, with a mere six cylinders forming the 
vee. Not only that, but this cuckoo engine was 
also in the wrong place: behind the driver. Worse 
still, it was transversely mounted. This was all 
terribly un-Ferrari and unacceptable. 

The 308GT4 also pushed the envelope. No 
sooner had buyers just about got their heads 
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around the whole mid- engined thing than they 
then had to come to terms with a V8. the 


favoured format of American muscle, the very 


antithesis of Ferrari’s engineering mantra. The 
engine might have been pardoned in time, but it 
would seem that the styling was given a life 
sentence. The only Maranello car since the 
coachbuilt era to be penned by Bertone — and its 
detractors delight in citing this car as the reason 
why none has been since — its radical, or igami 
lines were just too much of a departure from 
curves for many people to stomach. 

Yet a rocky reception isn’t all that connects 
them. They are genuine rivals, on the road if not 
on the forecourt. Admittedly, no one with the 
wherewithal to splash out on a 246 is likely to be 
swayed by this article into instead buying a 308 
and pocketing the rest, nor will anyone in the 


market for the latter remortgage to the tune of 


£130,000 and plump for the former. 

But is the GT4 really only a 10th of the 
machine that the 246GT is? Could it be that 
those who buy the overlooked 2+2 are getting a 
driver’s car that is almost on a par with its v astly 








more expensive sibling? The two have a lot in 
common apart from breaking the mould, after 
all: their productions overlapped; they sold in 
near-identical numbers; their dimensions are 
surprisingly similar; they get to 60mph within 
halfa second of each other; they top out within 
4mph of each other; and both were frowned 
upon by I/ Commendatore Enzo Ferrari. 

The 246 came first, of course. Branded Dino 
—after Enzo’s late son and to consciously distin- 
guish it from ‘proper’, 12-cylinder Ferraris — it 
was intended to be a low(er) cost sports car. Even 
Maranello touted it as ‘almost a Ferrari’, a lofty 
dismissal that seems ridiculous today, but which 
serves to emphasise the Dino’s birth-pains. 

After Pininfarina’s prototype 206 was a hit at 
the Turin show in 1966, it went into production 
the following year, its alloy skin mainly built by 
Scaglietti, The steel-bodied 246 (with a lar ger, 
iron-block V6) followed two years later. When 
the Dino was laid to rest in ’74, it had more than 
justified its existence: the self- appointed arbiters 
of Ferrari values may not have liked it, but every- 
one else did and it sold in record numbers. 


THE OWNER 
Mark Hutchinson 


The year 2005 was a good one for Hutchinson, 
during which he bought not just this Dino, but 
also a 1973 Porsche 911 Carrera 2.7 RS, now 
sadly gone. As may the Dino be soon. It was 
technically for sale when Hutchinson came on 
our shoot, but even as he left he was muttering 
that he couldnt part with the three-owner car. 
“It was my dream car, all stemming from 
watching The Persuaders as a child’ he says. 
“It has been amazing and I've had to do nothing 
major to it” Refurbished in 1991 and repainted 
in its original Azzurro Dino — possibly the only 
right-hand-drive example in this colour — it was 
on display in the Haynes Motor Museum in 
2010 and has covered only 50,000 miles. 
Hutchinson adds: “The previous owner had 
it for more than 30 years. | was ‘interviewed’ 
to see if | would be allowed to buy it!”

It was joined by its controversial 2+2 stable- 
mate at the Paris Salon in October 1973, and 


that car was built for seven years, in 1976 being 


judged to have earned its spurs enough to actu- 
ally wear a Ferrari badge. Marcello Gandini 
clearly didn’t have to do a lot of rubbing out 
when comparing his drawings for the 308GT4 
and the earlier Lamborghini Urraco, and that 
put Ferrari’s nose out of joint, just as Pininfarina 
was fuming at having been snubbed in the first 
place. The chassis was a stretched version of the 
246’s tubular steel arrangement, and it also 
carried over its elder brother’s other advanced 
(for Ferrari) features, notably four-wheel disc 
brakes and rack-and-pinion steering. 

Engine aside, the two Dinos share much 
mechanically, the four-Weber-fed quad-cam 
V8's power advantage over the triple-Weber V6 
even wiping out the 246’s w eight advantage. 
‘This could be a far closer contest than you think. 

Maybe not in the looks department, though, 


where the low, lithe, curvaceous sports-racer 


stance of the 246 has rightly earned it aesthetic 
immortality. Like all of ‘the most iconic classics, 
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its shape is utterly seductive. The GT4 couldn’t 
be more different, but it has aged well. Those 
crisp, clean lines are understated, and it’s not as 
pointy as you might remember it. There is also a 
wonderful symmetry to the shape, especially in 
profile, thanks to the wealth of angular glass and 
thin pillars. Distinctive it may be, but it is genu- 
inely attractive, too. Don’t forget that it is a 2+2 
~ compare it to the uncomfortable silhouette of 
the Mondial if you need to be convinced of what 
an accomplished piece of packaging this was. 
The battle of the interiors is a lot closer. The 


246 is more sparse: a trio of stalks takes care of 


most of the functions and the = and headrests 
are still in plastic i in this 1972 car—a real rarity 
these days, just like its working 8-Track player. 
They are stylish yet comfortable, though, and 
the bank of dials fronting the expanse of dash is 
impressive, It is also more spacious than you 
might imagine, so you never feel cramped. 

The same is true of the GT4, not least because 
of that extra wheelbase, though there is a frac- 
tion less room in the footwell. Even those rear 
jump-seats are just about usable — I survived a

40-mile run in the back after our photoshoot 
with no major discomfort. But what swings it for 
the GT4 is one of the best dashboards you'll find 
in any classic. From the driver's seat you feel like 
Dan Dare en route to Saturn, the major dials dead 
in front of you in the brushed-aluminium facia, 
the ancillary items thoughtfully angled towards 
you. Itis a very lovely place to be, 

Fire it up and the V8 in the rear rumbles only 
semi-obtrusively, most of the noise channelled 
through a quartet of tailpipes. It is loud enough 
for you to hear the taut bongo-beat of the 3 -litre 
engine, though, so far removed from the lazy 
V8s that the world had grown accustomed to. 

There is nothing un-Ferrari about the gear- 
box. Dip the slightly heavy clutch and the long 
lever offers hefty, positive yet quick changes 
through the five fingers of that trademark open 

gate, before you press the organ throttle to feed 
those gur gling Webers and canter off again. 

The steer ing is a delight: light and pin-sharp, 
with just the right amount of weight and feed- 
back through ‘the spindly Momo wheel. Its 
directness is complemented by the superb

Hampton's first classic was a Triumph Herald, 
and his more recent run has included a Jensen 
Interceptor, Ferrari 412GT and, for the past 
couple of years, this 308GT4.

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handling, the far-from-heavy GT4 running on 
its tiptoes, diving into apices like a sprinter and 
breezing around sw eepers with the poise of 
Yohan Blake. It is powerful and graceful. 

The biggest surprise comes from the ride. 
Pleasantly soft and cosseting until you push it 
hard, this junior supercar is nonetheless tight 
and wallow-free when you want it to respond. 
Like all mid- engined cars, its bite is extreme and 
immediate if you’re indelicate, but treat it with 
respect and you get plenty of gently sliding 
warning long before the limits are breached. 

The 308% youth may help itslightly against its 
family rival, because it is difficult to imagine that 
the 1960s car can drive better. Yet it does... 
marginally. The ride is firmer, which has its 
benefits, but the clutch is lighter and the steering 
even sweeter. The gear box feels pretty similar, 
even though the lever is higher yet further from 
the driver ina right- hooker. Because you seem to 
sit so much lower in the 246, and the already 
compact car shrinks around you in a way that 
betters even the GT4, you are more at one with 
the road, feeling every nuance as you gaze out 
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between those steeply arched front wings to pick 
your line. Where the more practical GT4 isa 
mesmerisingly good sports car for a 2+2, there 
are no such caveats with the 246: it is just a sports 
car, plain and simple. And a marvellous one at 
that. Yes, it could be more powerful, but a bigger 
engine would upset its remarkable balance and 
deprive it of some of its delightful nimbleness. 

The original Dino is a bit special. It seems 
contrary to suggest that something rocketing 
towards £150k and beyond is good value, but the 
246 is. In its league of Ferraris, justas the GT4 in 
its own, it is ridiculously undervalued. Its ethos 
may oppose that of the Daytona, but so does its 
personality, and it is none the worse for it. 

The GT4 may not quite live up to its progen- 


itor, but it gets as close as just about anything 


else. So, a gem that drives almost as nicely as the 
iconic 246 for a 10th of the price? Not only the 


most unfairly underrated Ferrari, but possibly 


the most unappreciated of all classic cars. “a3”

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hen the junior executive 
car’s second chapter began, 
the instigators behind the 
story — Rover and ‘Triumph 
— were already disappear- 
ing into the BLMC abyss. 
The keen-eyed Germans, 
though, had realised the potential of this new 
sector and were quick to respond: Mercedes- 
Benz with the W114/5 and — continuing its 
astounding recovery from seemingly certain 
financial ruin in the late 50s — BMW with its E3. 

The new generation of British junior execu- 
tive saloons, meanwhile, was represented by just 
one car: the Jaguar XJ6. Rover and Triumph 
would revise their 1963 progeny, but both the 
P6 Series 2 and the 2.5PI Mk2 were merely new 
brews in old bottles. 

If 1967 witnessed bountiful crops of hippies, 
frolicking naked with butterflies while discussing 
the cosmos with a semolina pilchard, then ’68 
was the summer of love’s skull-cracking hang- 
over. The newspapers were peppered with 
gloom: a legion of protests heaving with kaftan- 
clad baby- boomers; the Wilson goverment’s 
balance of payments problems; and The Beatles, 
with rumoured internal tensions, would only 





follow up their seismic LP Sergeant Pepper's 


Lonely Hearts Club Band in November. 

Who would have been interested enough in 
these cars to visit Earls Court for the 53rd Inter- 
national Motor Exhibition, pay 2s 6d for a 

catalogue and spend the day prowling beneath 
the manufacturers’ signs and thick cigarette 
smoke? In the midst of the schoolboy brochure 
collectors’ scrum, dollybirds and full-scale cuta- 
ways, you could admire the glittering machinery. 

Well, Mr 1968 Executive was probably a 
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thirty-something, go-getting family man and 
suburban émigré. He would desire quality 
garnished with competition kudos and, in keep- 
ing with the prevalent egalitarianism, his new 
motor car would show that he had turned his 
upwardly mobile back on his parents’ outdated 
‘know your place’ credos. Doubtless he would 
conclude the day mulling over this tantalising 
trio, all of which would suit his port-and- -lemon, 
middle-class status with its G-Plan furniture, 
Old Spice and stereophonic Sony TC-530 reel- 
to-reel tape player accoutrements. 

Beneath the chic Paul Bracq-designed body of 
the Strich Acht (‘slash eight’ refers to the W114's 
1968 ID plate), Mercedes proved that even Stutt- 
gart wasn’t immune to the period’s appetite for 
moder nity with the Fintail’s replacement. Under 
its crisply tailored tin was a new beginning. Bye- 
bye low-pivot rear sw ing-axles and hello 
semi-trailing arms, plus all-round dise brakes 
and a choice of four- and six-cylinder petrol 
engines (with diesels arriving later). 

The 250 Neue Generation’s absence of rattling 
sootiness means that the owner of a W114 ‘six’ 
shouldn’t be mistaken for a jobbing Stuttgart taxi 
driver. Arguably, it is more difficult for him not 
to be regarded as a middle-management hench- 
man on the Bond villain company-car scheme. 

The superb | interior of this 250 — powered by 
the larger 2778ce ‘six’, which superceded the 
original 2496¢e | in 1970 —is a bright and airy 
tonic after 2012's fat-pillared behemoths. Being 
a 1974 W114, it comes with the post-’73 revi- 
sions, the most obvious from the driver’s seat 
being the headrests and large four-spoke wheel. 
Enthusiastic drivers, however, will smart at the 
lack of a rev counter and clutch pedal. 

Moving from the Mere, your ears register a 


pleasing thunk behind you. Inside the BMW 
2500 there is an even lower waistline, green- 
house visibility and a cloth-trimmed interior that 
is in remarkably original condition. Its VDO 
instrumentation is clearer and more comprehen- 
sive than the 250’s and its ergonomics are 
unashamedly driver-centric. The tachometer 
wears a 6400rpm redline and, glory of glories, 
there’s a four-speed manual gearbox — though it 
also came with a three-speed ZF automatic. 

Sitting here, inhaling 1972, the differences in 
quality between Stuttgart and Munich are 
scarcely detectable — unlike the disparity in these 
two competing designs. ‘This is the reason why 
a bullish BMW launched a feisty attack on long- 
held Mercedes-Benz territory with the 
ambitious 2500 and 2800 — sportier interpreta- 
tions of the straight-six powered, rear-drive, 
four-door luxury template. Designed under 
Wilhelm Hofmeister in the tradition of the ’61 
Neue Klasse, the E3 is what everyone now imag- 
ines an upmarket BMW to be: stylish without 
whimsy, and involving to drive. It was powered 
by Alex von Falkenhausen’s superb M30 ‘six’. 

Stylistically, the German two are elegant, 
unfussy and confidently modernist — the XJ not 
quite so. The Jaguar’s front bears clear 420 cues, 
with quad headlamps bookending an updated 
grille. Its feline rear, with flexed muscular 
haunches, is far more athletic than the @ /a mode 
‘Teutons with their clean, crisp, uncompromised 
‘edge line’ profiles. Continuing the British 
tendency to lag slightly behind the aesthetic 
times, the XJ6’s mid-’60s appearance refuses to 
be pigeonholed, save to say that it is unmistaka- 
bly Jaguar —and undeniably beautiful.

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shoulder line, a deeper, slightly narrower foot- 
well and interior fittings that are bordering on 
the nostalgic. A parade of Smiths dials affixed to 
a sober wooden dashboard, a two-spoke wheel 
with horn-ring, and opening quarterlights— in 
1968... Such is its quaint cosiness compared to 
the continental competition that the Jaguar feels 
like an elderly relative’s parlour. 

The XJ, however, is the exception to the rule 
that precious good comes from corporate ration- 
alisation. Designed to replace Jaguar’s unruly 
range of saloons, the XJ was endowed with 
engines that — in Series | form — would include 
2.8 and 4.2 ‘sixes’ and eventually a range-topping 
5343cc V12 in 1972. Its underpinnings used an 
anti-dive evolution of the MkX/420G double- 
wishbone suspension and Bill Heynes’ splendid 
four-coil independent rear set-up. 

Refinement was the XJ’s mantra, as was a 
degree of excellence that would keep Jaguar at 
the top of the class until the arrival of its replace- 
ment, the XJ40, slated for 1975 (it was 11 years 
late!). For the XJ to receive sufficient funding to 
be put into production, however, Lyons had to 

sacrifice his troubled firm’s independence by 
merging with BMC and Pressed Steel in 1966. 

Musing, pontificating and snapping done, we 
head back up to the speed-camera neutered 
section of the A537, the Cat & Fiddle. First up is 
the Mercedes. Its driving position is excellent, it 
cruises effortlessly with that 2.8-litre ‘six’ and is 
considerably refined. The all-round discs are 
impressive: powerful with plenty of feel and 
nicely weighted. The W114 even corners well, 
and responds to mid-corner adjustment without 
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complaint as David Evans notes when an errant 
HGV attempts to canoodle with the 250's offside 
front wing. In fact, Autocar observed of a similar 
model in ’73: “The car exhibits little roll and the 
adhesion is of a high standard indeed.’ 

Yet the Mercedes’ stiff throttle lacks progres- 
sion and the automatic "box is about as responsive 
as a snoozing peer post-luncheon. Kickdown is 
sluggish and begrudging, smothering the 
130bhp the straight-six can muster in exchange 
for greater levels of engine noise. While its ride 
is comfortable, this car’s rear dampers have seen 
better days, plus its over-assisted and low-geared 
recirculating-ball steering is a touch vague. 

In many ways, like an orthopaedic sandal, the 
250 makes good sturdy sense but it also has all 
the sassiness and excitement of said footwear. Its 
lexicon includes core Mercedes virtues — solidity, 
longevity and integrity — yet its vocabulary lacks 
a capability to express entertaining emotion. 

The other two, though, are fish sourced from 
a different kettle — one powered by a flexible, 
rev-happy ‘six’. Indeed, their closeness is such 
that Evans remarks: “I’m glad you’re writing this 
and not me. I’d struggle to pick between them.” 

If BMW’s mission was to build a machine with 
greater verve than established Mercedes-Benz 
practice then it clearly succeeded, for this sweet 
2500 is an enriching experience. 

While the 1971 Jaguar’s cabin has a soothing 
‘there-there’ ambience, which is as relaxing and 
cosseting as its ride/handling compromise, the 


BMW’s is a modern, informal yet comfy place of 


work that encourages its driver to press on. It 
sparkles, is finely honed, balanced, poised and 
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responds willingly to the throttle’s attitude. Body 
control is well governed, the brakes are good, 
and then there’s the steering. If, like me, your 
foremost automotive fetish is decent steering, 
the 2500's power-assisted ZF-Gemmer worm 
and roller aces this criterion. The slim three- 
spoke wheel slithers and caresses as it passes 
through your hands. It’s positive, well-geared, 
nicely balanced and full of feedback. 

Rapid though the BMW is — its 9.3 secs sprint 
to 60mph is almost as quick as a 4.2 XJ6—it can’t 
compete with the Jaguar’s dynamic excellence. 
The XJ6 has higher levels of grip, with an unsur- 
passed ride for something sans hydropneumatics, 
and it seems blissfully unwilling to roll on this 
snaking road. Indeed, after returning to the 2500 
from the Jaguar and going through a tightening 
left-hander, a swift wide-eyed lesson in Bavarian 
understeer is more than enough to illustrate its 
Coventry rival’s exemplary composure. 

As we climb up from Buxton, not once does 
the grip from those arch-filling 205/70x15 tyres 
become threatened — even when the well- 
weighted manual-overdrive gearbox works the 
2.8-litre into a sweat, filling the cabin with one of 
the most distinctive vocals in classicdom. Keep

the revs above 3000rpm and the baby XK comes 
on cam, reaching for the red region at 6000rpm. 

Aside from performance, where the BMW 
really counters is with its responsiveness. The 
only chink in the XJ6’s armour is its over-assisted 
Adwest rack-and-pinion steering; like the 
Mercedes it is undergeared, but it is lighter and 
almost completely incommunicado when 
compared to the 250, let alone the 2500. There 
just isn’t any pretence of weighting or feel at the 
wheel, instead the driver has to rely on judge- 
ment accrued over yards, furlongs and miles. 

So which would Mr 1968 Executive have 
bought? The Jaguar: itis the best, most beautiful 
car here, and it was the most affordable. As Motor 
noted in its 2500 automatic test: ‘Unfortunately, 
the price of such sporting affluence is high... The 
£2475 4.2 XJ6, bogey of all lush Continental 
imports and in our view still bettered by none on 
overall merit, accentuates the burden of import 
duty and, perhaps, the fact that Jaguar can still 
teach the world something about costing.’ 

The XJ6 would also tap into those glorious Le 
Mans memories from his youth, as well as the 
E-type’s celebrity-endorsed glamour from the 
decade’s debut. Doubtless it would even enable 


him to support Wilson’s patriotic economic 
policy, the ‘I’m backing Britain’ campaign, too. 

In 2012, though, the classic choice is not so 
clear. The XJ6 is still a superb machine that 
gobbles up miles with the appetite of Monty 
Python’s Mr Creosote, yet there’s always some- 
thing about the BMW. Its capabilities are not 
all that far behind the Jaguar in purely objective 
terms, but it is perhaps more willing to play due 
to its modest 175x14 footwear, greater degree of 
body roll and better power-to-weight ratio. 

Palm that precise short-throw Getrag four- 
speed *box, experience the free-revving M30"s 
husky howl, feed the steering just so and delight 
in a nimble, sporting chassis that is eager to show 
you a good time on your favourite road.

he Poor Man’s Porsche stigma 


many an otherwise brilliant 
Weissach offering. Usually 
delivered by people who can " 
hope to own even the ‘poverty’ 

model they denigrate, it seems 
to suggest that, simply because the engine hasn’t 
been mounted — er, a bit dangerously? — way out 
behind the rear agit line, it somehow doesn’t 
deserve a place in the Porsche hall of fame. 

The other common theme among these 
besmirched sports cars is, of course, a heavy 
Volkswagen content. But not only is the Boxster 
free from the influence of the Wolfsburg g parts 
bin, it’s also almost 50% 911 (996). It is no coin- 
cidence that the two-seater looks similar to its 
exalted 2+2 sibling from the doors forward, 
because much of their front-end panelwork is 
the same, plus the ‘fried egg’ headlamps, doors 
and a significant portion of the floorpan. 

From the seats back, however, there was a 
revolution: yes, the Boxster had a flat-six, but it 
was mounted between the axles — just behind the 
driver and passenger —and, a year before the 911 
followed suit, that engine was water- rather than 
air-cooled. Cue further brickbats... 

That the 996 and ‘Boxer-roadster’ were so 
closely related was no happy accident. As the 
1990s dawned, the once- mighty Porsche was on 
its knees. An ageing range and a weak dollar 
conspired to make selling cars in the key US 
market very difficult, and the balance sheets 
made uncomfortable reading for incoming boss 
Wendelin Wiedeking. His response was swift: 
new models, a lower entry point to the marque 





has tarred the reputation of 


to attract a younger buyer, plus money-saving 
shared technology and components. 
Appearing fi first as a stunning concept at the 


January 1993 Detroit Motor Show, the Boxster 


was a slightly diluted roadgoing reality three 
years later. As if to rub salt into an already painful 
wound, the new car commonly found itself 
grouped alongside the likes of the BMW Z3, 
Audi TT and Mercedes SLK from the ‘hair- 
dresser’s car’ brigade, rather than the purer 
sports car offerings from Lotus (Elise), TVR 
(Chimaera) or Honda (S2000). Happily, the 
buyers couldn’t give a damn, flocking to their 
local dealers in droves. Sweeter handling than a 
911, for less cash, azd with a roof that comes off? 
“Yes please,” they said. And it was good news for 
those Porsche snobs that they did, because with- 
out the Boxster’s success — nearly 165,000 of the 
first-generation Type 986 were built before the 
987 arrived in ’04 — the all-conquering megalo- 
maniac that is Porsche today would not exist. 

That success means that there are lots of 
second-hand ones out there to choose from, and 
a happy by-product of the collective sneering the 
model has endured is that they are very, very 
cheap. Confession time: I reckon that I know the 
market fairly well, but I had no inkling of how 
affordable Boxsters had become: the che: apest we 
found was just £3400! Be advised, however, that 
in such a lowly price band it'll be a fragile 2.5, 
high mileage, and almost cert: ainly a Tiptronic $ 
auto, so you probably wouldn tbe well advised to 
spend that little unless you’re a trained Porsche 
mechanic who fancies a busman’s holiday. 

Yet there are plenty of bargains out there that 
wouldn’t be daft buys: £5-6000 should secure a

reasonable 2.5, and well under £9k will buy this 
60,000-mile 2001 Boxster S, with all the toys and 
a 3.2-litre flat-six producing a healthy 252bhp 
rather than the 220 of the 2.7s and lowly 204 of 
those early 2.5s. Itis also finished in increasingly 
desirable Guards Red: as the Boxster moves 
from junior stockbroker’s daily hack to enthusi- 
ast’s weekend toy, the default-choice metallics 
begin to look less appealing than the more indi- 
vidual colours on the Porsche palette. 

So where’s the catch? Erm, we’re struggling 
a bit here. The looks, maybe? It’s nowhere near 
as dramatic as the original concept car — largely 
styled by American Grant Larson under Harm 
Lagaay — and not a conventional beauty. I’ve 
never much liked those headlights either, or that 
‘fence’ spoiler that automatically rises at speed to 
stabilise the car, but its push-me-pull-you style 
has aged better than the 996. The blend of 
contemporary and retro, with hints of the 550 
Spyder and 718 rather than the angular moder- 
nity of the 914, still seems fresh — aided by the 
fact that the current (third) generation 981 looks 
broadly the same. Oddly, this pre-facelift ‘amber 
indicator’ car seems less dated than the 2003 
Model Year cars, which had a stop-gap makeover 
to help the original offering last until the arrival 
of the much-revamped 987 of 2004. Oh, and to 
avoid it looking under-wheeled it really does 
need the 17in alloys standardised on the S from 
launch in autumn 1999, when the base model 
was also uprated from 2480 to 2687cc (spotan S 
by its grey air-intake grilles in the nose). 

Undo the manual latch and, with a subdued 
electrical whirr, the simple, snug-fitting hood 
folds in 12 secs to lie flush with the rear deck, 
opening to reveal a pair of classic, slim-backed 





Porsche chairs and a resolutely black expanse of 
dashboard. From within the sober cabin — unless 
your car has one of the lairier leather options — 
you have to rely on little touches to get your 
rewards. Details such as the oval theme that 
stretches from the vents to the vanity mirrors; or 
the aerofoil-style ‘bridge’ over the instruments, 

carried over from the concept car; or the shape 
of the rear-view mirror, which mimics that of the 
scene behind, as framed by the headrests and 
roll-hoops. There’s also real pleasure to be had 
from something so beautifully finished: not 
ostentatious, but perfectly ‘hewn’ in that 
Germanic manner that makes a 30-year-old 911 
still seem factory-fresh — and which means that 
this 11-year-old, 60,000-mile Boxster makes 
swift progress with not a creak or a rattle. 

Fire up and that slightly offbeat boxer rhythm 
soon settles to a quiet, - unobtrusive idle. If you're 
after TVR-like aural thrills at posing speeds, 
you'll be disappointed. Likewise, if you’re look- 
ing for dragster pace, a 2.5 and even a post-’99 
2.7 can feel a bit wheezy alongside a Chimaera 
500 ora BMW Z3M, and with that light, slick 

cable-operated six-speed ’box (lowlier models 
got just five ratios) you don’t get that sense of the 
gears meshing as you do in, say, a Honda $2000. 
But with the Boxster it’s the complete package 
that is so compelling: the muscle roadsters 
founder in the wake of its cross-country balance, 
and the Japanese screamer can’t match its 
sublime steering or sonorous howl.

Sure, there will be 
the inevitable bite-back if you don’t respect the 
laws of physics mid-corner, but at sane road 
speeds the Boxster never feels anything other 
than on your side, when a 911 always gives that 
slight unease that it could be a turncoat. 

It dives in instantly, without that classic 911 
‘bob’, and the super-light steering adds weight 
as the cornering forces build, incorporating 
that special Porsche genius that somehow 
manages to permit millimetre-perfect accuracy 
and transmit all of the feel and feedback you 
could wish for, without any wrist-jarring kick- 
back from poorly surfaced Sussex roads. There’s 
a hint of Lotus brilliance going on here, and the 
same is true of the ride, which is supple with just 
a touch of roll to let you know how hard you are 
pressing on, but with impeccable body control 


and superbly resolved damping that never 
crashes or sends shudders through the shell. 

Maybe the only thing this car lacks is the hair- 
shirt sense of living with a classic that gives it 
added character. It’s just too quick, too capable, 
too reliable — a bit too clinical. Perhaps you 
should go for a cheap 150,000-mile car in the 
hope that it might break down and bits may fall 
off now and again. Just don’t expect to be doing 
much home maintenance: the only readily avail- 
able engine components are fill points for oil and 
water in the boot. Buy well, however, and you 
shouldn’t need to trouble the access hatches in 
the hood well and behind the seats. Affordable, 
usable and thrilling, it’s the perfect all-rounder. 
Hell, it’s even a comfortable and relaxing motor- 
way cruiser, with 260 litres of boot space split 
evenly between the nose and tail. Never before 
did being poor bring such richness. “==”

ir Gerald Nabarro is a name that 
won’t mean much to anyone 
under 50 but, throughout the 
50s and ’60s, this Conservative 
MP for Kidderminster was a 


colourful part of the British 
landscape. Booming and fruity 


of voice, always nattily dressed, Nabarro was 
best noted for his extravagant and well-groomed 
facial hair and his equally extreme right-wing 
views, particularly when it came to ethnic 
minorities and the ‘permissive society’. His opin- 
ions made him an absolute gift to the political 
cartoonists of the day as well as a popular/ 
controversial guest on the early TV panel shows. 
Wealthy and self-made, his upper-crust 
persona was perhaps a facade — he was no more 
of a ‘real’ toff than, say, Terry-Thomas — but 
Nabarro made no secret of his lower-middle- 
class beginnings in north London and relished 
playing the part. He openly enjoyed the notori- 
ety that it brought him, plus the public loved and 
loathed him for it in roughly equal measure. 
Neither was he entirely a ‘rivers of blood’ 
merchant in the Enoch Powell mode — his Clean 
Air Act was of genuine social value, banishing 
killer smog from British industrial towns and 
cities — and in his lighter moments Sir Gerald (he 
was knighted in 1963) w as also keen on cars. He 
was very much the ‘the motorist’s friend’ in his 


political life. As Chairman of the House of 


Commons Motoring Committee, Nabarro 
almost certainly provided the inspiration for 
Peter Simple’s 7 Bonington Jagworth satires in 
The Daily Telegraph: the famous ‘Staines Motor- 
ist’, leader of the Motorists’ Liberation Front 
and owner of a Boggs Super-Oaf convertible. 
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Nabarro’s automotive passion was Daimlers. 
He owned a succession from the mid-’50s 
onwards, his final examples being the Sovereign 
4.2 and 2.8 models (replacing a Majestic Major 
and a V8-250), wearing his famous NAB 1 and 
NAB 2 personalised numberplates that were 
almost as much as a trademark as his moustache. 

Nabarro was a keen ‘auto-numerologist’, a 
pioneer numberplate collector who dev oted an 
entire chapter to the subject in his second auto- 
biography, Exploits of a Politician. In it he tells us 
that he owns NAB | to NAB 8, the first three 
allocated to the Daimlers used by himself and 
Lady Nabarro (the third for the ‘office car’), plus 
the others for those owned by his four children, 
which by 1973 included a variety of Minis (NAB 
4.5,6and 8) and an Escort Mexico (NAB 6). He 
secured NAB 10 in the end (he used it ona Riley 
Elf) but missed out on NAB 9. ‘NAB’ was actu- 
ally Nabarro’s local Worcestershire prefix. 

He reallocated the plates freely between a 

range of vehicles that he kept at his magnificent 
Cotswold stone house — Humber Super Snipe, 
MG 1100, a Cortina estate and even a pair of 
mopeds used by his gardeners — so as to avoid 
having to put them on retention. When ‘NAB’ 
became the suffix rather than the prefix, Nabarro 
acquired | NAB to 20 NAB for his firm’s vans! 

Dozens of cars must have come and gone over 
the years, but the one he would never part w ith 
was NAB 3 - the dark green Daimler Conquest 
Drophead Coupé that he bought new in ’56. 

Daimler’s blundering post-war story is one of 
a firm trying to reassert itself in a world of flash- 
ier values, in which its straight-eight-engined 
dinosaurs no longer had a place and its small 
batches of dumpy straight-six saloons struggled

to compete with the latest sleek and speedy Jags 
on value or driver appeal. The *53-’58 Conquest 
was one of the commercial bright spots of the 
Docker era, a car that recognised a demand for a 
smaller, handier Daimler saloon for the middle- 
class pocket that sold in reasonable quantities. 

The surprise launch alongside it at Earls 
Court in ’53 was the Conquest Roadster, a two- 
seater based on the 2.4-litre saloon’s box-section 
chassis and the first sports Daimler for nearly 50 
years. Model DJ254/5 was said to have been 
designed and built in six weeks and was a curi- 
ous- looking car, particularly with the slightly 
miserable hood and sidescreens raised, thus 
emphasising the long tail — which at least allowed 
a big boot — and the fact that the saloon’s 8ft 8in 
wheelbase had been persisted with. A wrap- 
around windscreen and vestigial fins were 
concessions to fashion, but its 5in-squatter fluted 
Daimler radiator shell looked ill at ease. 

Sitting tall on 15in wheels, this awkward shape 
—which nonetheless won a coachbuilder’s medal 
at Earls Court that year— undermined the sound- 
ness of the engineering beneath. Priced within a 
few pounds of the Jaguar XK140, the roadster 
would top 100mph on 100bhp, thanks to its 
horizontal twin SU carbs (the reason for the twin 
bonnet ducts), a high-lift cam, larger valves and 
higher-compression alloy cylinder head. The 
engine was 2 5bhp stronger and 301b lighter than 
the saloon’s and was more fr ugal atup to 30mpg. 
It had bigger brakes, too —the rears mechanically 
actuated —and there was nothing basically wrong 
with its laminated torsion-bar front suspension 
or the half-elliptic leaf springs supporting the 
live rear axle that it inherited from the four-door. 

Had it been prettier, the Daimler Roadster, 
with its steel panels by Carbodies of Coventry 
(only the early ones were all-alloy) might have 
been the XK challenger that Daimler had 
intended. It was by no means bad, yet only 65 
found buyers before it was dropped in favour of 
the ‘New’ Drophead Coupé for 1956. 

This version had wind-up windows, a more 
substantial-looking hood, a heater and an extra 
sideways-facing third seat behind the driver’s 
that could be removed to increase luggage room. 
It was in this form, priced at just over £2000, that 
Nabarro placed his order for NAB 3 in’56. 

“Everyone will tell you that he had Rolls- 
Royces, but he only had Daimlers and before 
that Armstrongs,” says Nabarro’s son Jeremy, 
w ho inherited NAB 3 in 1973 and now uses it 

“just for pottering around in”. Why was his 
father so loyal to Daimler? “I think they were the 
right balance between being fairly smart without 
being as ostentatious as a Rolls-Royce.” 

The car lives on a Wiltshire farm with Jeremy, 
an architect, who retains a couple of ‘NAB’ 
plates on his moderns: “The ‘Little Daimler’, as 
he called it, was the love of his life. He kept it in 
a heated garage and didn’t use it all that much. 
He’d take mother on grand tours once a year, 
staying in posh hotels on the continent. ” In the 
boot, as testimony, there is a set of fitted suitcases 
for Sir Gerald’s large selection of hand-tailored 
suits: “He was a bit of a clothes horse, my dad.” 

NAB 3, having deteriorated through the ’70s 
and ’80s in less-than-ideal storage, was restored 
at considerable expense in the early ’90s by TT 
Workshops. Today it is still pretty sharp and is 
much less ungainly in the metal than it looks in 
photos; the sombre colour scheme suits it.

and settle behind the huge steering wheel in 
generously dimensioned saloon car-type seats 
with rather upright backrests. The straight-six 
catches immediately with choke and there is a 
ghostly whirring noise from somewhere under 
the dash as the cold oil in the fluid flywheel of the 
preselector gearbox finds its rightful place. 

The transmission is easily learned. If you want 
to extract maximum performance, you can shift 
cogs as quickly as you like simply by flipping the 
lever on the quadrant to the right of the steering 
column through positions 1, 2, 3 and “I” (for 
top) and then pressing the gearchange pedal (not 
clutch) when you want that ratio. You can sit in 
gear at a standstill without stalling and pull away 
in top if you like because the fluid flywheel 
magnifies the engine’s flexibility. The ratios are 
quite closely stacked and there’s enough torque 
to make the rear wheels squeak when you punch 
the ‘clutch’ for second. More relevant is the neat 
way that you can set the car up for its next gear 
without taking your hands off the wheel as you 
move the selector with an extended forefinger. 

The Conquest is lively and willing. It makes 
well-bred six-cylinder noises as it accelerates, 
and once into top feels as if it could hold 80mph 
all day. The ton would mean pushing the engine 
out of its comfort zone beyond 5000rpm, but it 
feels good for it in short bursts of enthusiasm. 


Although it can give the occasional suggestion of 


skittish oversteer when provoked, the handling 
is determinedly conventional with safe under- 
steer and never feels soggy in ride or cornering. 
Neither does the steering, which lightens nicely 
as soon as the Daimler gets under way and is 
thoroughly acceptable in feedback and gearing 
through the 3% turns of its 34ft locks. 











Had the firm only realised it, Daimler had 
pre-empted the modern appetite for comfort- 
able grand tourers in the Mercedes SL mould 
with the lively and civilised Roadster and Drop- 
head Conquest models. Well-made, easy to drive 
and reliable, the car could have become quite the 
fashion accessory had it been more convention- 
ally attractive. As it was, only 54 Dropheads were 
ordered and production ended in 1957. 

Sir Gerald Nabarro at least loved his “Little 
Daimler”, but by the early ’70s he was spending 
much more time in NAB 1, which by then had 
reinvented itself as a Sovereign 4.2. It was in this 
car that he was famously found guilty (but later 
acquitted) of dangerous driving after it was spot- 
ted going the wrong way around a roundabout at 
Totton near Southampton. Guilty or not, it 
seems a minor misdemeanour compared to the 
exploits of his 2 1st-century counterparts. And it 
would be a shame to think it was the strain of 
defending his innocence that put this hard-work- 
ing MP — who never started an illegal war, had 
relations with a rent boy or fiddled his expenses 
—inan early grave at 60 years old in 1973."

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RECORD BREAKERS 


James Page marvels at the world’s fastest cars, from steam power to sound barrier 


or as long as there are people who 
say that something can’t be done, 
there will be others who will strive 
to prove them wrong. And so it 
is with the Land Speed Record —a 
constant quest to push the limits in 
a pure winner-takes-all battle. The 
cars have evolved from ones that, at a glance, 
bear a slight resemblance to those found on the 
road or racetrack, to others more closely related 
to jet fighters. Yet record attempts have always 
been about bravery, skill and engineering excel- 
lence — plus a hefty dose of national pride. 

The first record was set in 1898 by Count de 
Chasseloup-Laubat at 39.24mph in an electric 
Jeantaud. Electric cars dominated the early days, 
then came steam, piston and jet engines; teams 
have used venues ranging from public road to 
circuit and salt flat. All have expended huge 
amounts of time, energy and money to then 
spend a few seconds tearing through the meas- 
ured mile and, as Richard Noble once put it, 
“succeeding yourself out of business.” Until, that 
is, someone faster comes along. 





1 GREEN MONSTER 

Art Arfons took on the super-slick Craig 
Breedlove with his ‘Green Monster; which was 
based around a General Electric J-79 jet engine 
that he bought from a scrapyard for $700. The 
car's external dimensions were dictated by the 
size of the ald school bus that Arfons used to 
transport it but, in some ways, it was quite a 
sophisticated machine. It used a hydraulically 
adjustable wing, for example, to increase front 
downforce as the speeds built. On Arfons’ 
return run in October 1964, a tyre blew, the 
parachutes disintegrated and the brakes failed 
but he left the record at 536.71 mph. In late 65, 
he raised it still further to 576.53mph. 

Anorak fact The J-79 engine was still 
classified when Arfons bought it. The USAF 
attempted to buy it back, to no avail 


CHARLIE MAYENSCHEIN 
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2 SUNBEAM 1000HP 


Sir Henry de Hane Segrave had already topped 
150mph with the Sunbeam Tiger, and again turned 
to the Wolverhampton firm in order to break the 
200mph barrier. Louis Coatelen and Captain JS 
Irving designed a monster — two V12 engines gave 
a total capacity of 44,880cc, the chassis side- 
members were 14in deep and, when it was fully 
laden, the car weighed four tons. 

In early 1927 Segrave travelled to Daytona, USA, 
carrying out steady test-runs in front of a vast 
crowd. On 29 March, he felt ready to go for the 
record. At the end of the outward leg, the aluminium 
brake shoes melted — faced with a choice of the 
ocean, the Halifax river or sand dunes to slow down, 
Segrave chose the ocean. He then nonchalantly 
turned the Sunbeam around without so much as 
stopping, and set off on his return pass. His two-way 
average was 203./9mph. With his target achieved, 
Segrave saw no reason to try again so, by 1 lam, he 
was all done and transmitting the good news to the 
UK press via the ‘transatlantic wireless telephone: 
Anorak fact The Sunbeam’s slug-like shape was 
developed in the Vickers wind tunnel 


3 STANLEY STEAMER 


The Stanley brothers’ record-breaker was 
based on the chassis of a standard 10hp 
model. The boiler, water tank and horizontal 
twin-cylinder engine were all positioned behind 
the intrepid driver, Fred Marriott, who had to 
rely on tiller steering to plot a course down 
Daytona’s Ormond Beach. On 26 January 1906, 
Marriott smashed the existing record of 
109.65mph, raising it to 121.57mph. Ina time 
of constant development and rapid progress, 
the record stood for more than three years. 
Anorak fact Marriott ran a Stanley workshop 
in Massachusetts until after WW2 
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+ BENZ 200HP 


In 1909, Dr Hans Nibel designed a new car based 
around the 150hp Benz. The result was an increase 
in capacity to 21,504cc for the four-cylinder engine, 
a lighter chassis and a more streamlined body. Six 
of the 200hp cars — nicknamed ‘Blitzen’ - were built. 
Victor Hemery used the first one to hit 125.94mph 
at Brooklands on 6 November, before the car was 
exported to America. In 1910 and ‘11, it went faster 
in the hands of Barney Oldfield (131mph) and Bob 
Burman (141 mph) but, by then, it had been decreed 
that the LSR should be calculated from the average 
of two runs in opposite directions. The one-way 
American records were not officially recognised. 
On 24 June 1914, LG Hornstead turned up at 
Brooklands with the third 200hp chassis built and 
became the first man to set a record that fulfilled 
the two-way requirement. At 124.10mph, his 
average was actually slightly slower than Hemery's 
best run, but them’s the rules. 
Anorak fact [he Hemery car was raced at 
Brooklands after WW1 by Count Louis Zborowski, 
who subsequently re-used its gearbox when he built 
the Higham Special 





5 GOLDEN ARROW 

Once again designed by Irving and driven by 
Segrave, Golden Arrow — or, to use its official 
title, the Irving Special - is one of the most 
recognisable of all LSR cars. It made do with 
just the one Napier 

1 2-cylinder engine, 
which wasnt even 
supercharged. The 
930bhp on offer, 
however, was plenty. 
Whereas the two 
previous records, set 
by Malcolm Campbell 
and Ray Keech, had 
raised the bar by only 
4mph, Segrave swept 
them both aside by 
posting 231.26mph, a gain of 24mph. 
Anorak fact The Golden Arrow featured 

a gun-like ‘sight’so that Segrave could 
accurately position the car during his runs 





THRUST SSC 
While Richard Noble embarked ona constant 
struggle to keep his latest Thrust project 
afloat, Ron Ayers, Glynne Bowsher and Jeremy 
Bliss led the way in creating a car designed to 
tackle the next great unknown in LSR history — 
breaking the sound barrier. Thrust SSC was 
powered by two Rolls-Royce Spey 202 engines, 
which produced a combined output of 
80,000hp. It was 54ft long and weighed 10'/. 
tons, but the shape demanded a rear track of 
only lft. Bowsher designed the staggered rear 
wheels so that they would also do the steering. 
RAF Squadron Leader Andy Green was 
selected to drive this groundborne jet. His 
cool nature (sample onboard commentary: 
“700mph, just about in control, on the wrong 
line - don’t worry about it”) and the team’s 
professional approach led them step-by-step 
towards the record. On 15 October 1997, 
they achieved their ultimate goal. With rivets 
popping out of the body panels on each run, 
and a six-figure overdraft hanging over the 
project, SSC streaked across Nevada's Black 
Rock Desert twice more, each time to the 
accompaniment of a sonic boom, and left the 
record at 763.035mph — Mach 1.0175. 
Anorak fact The steering system was tested 
ona Mini that had its track and wheelbase 
adapted so that it was a scale model of SSC 


/ FIAT “MEPHISTOPHELE’ 
This car was almost 16 years old when it took the 
record, having started life in 1908 as a Fiat SB4. 
Following WW1, it was raced at Brooklands by 
John Duff before the engine blew. It was then 
bought by Ernest Eldridge, who modified the 
chassis so that it could accept a 21,706cc six- 
cylinder Fiat aero engine. 

In July 1924, Eldridge battled Rene Thomas in 
a straight fight for the LSR on public roads at 
Arpajon, France. The Motor described Eldridge’s 


ragged-edge approach as ‘one of the most 
appalling things which the writer has ever 
witnessed... the crowd left the rails as one man 


and took cover: Eldridge pipped Thomas’ Delage, 
but the Frenchman claimed the record ona 
technicality: the big Fiat lacked a reverse gear. 
Eldridge soon sorted that, and returned on 12 July 
to raise the mark to 146.01 mph. 

Anorak fact /t was rumoured that Eldridge had 
used parts from a London bus when modifying 
the chassis to take the larger engine 
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9 RAILTON SPECIAL 

The combination of John Cobb, Reid Railton and 
Napier engines was already a proven one by the time 
they headed for the Bonneville Salt Flats: in 1935, 
Cobb had set the Brooklands Outer Circuit lap 
record of 143.44mph in the Napier-Railton. Three 
years later, they took the Land Speed Record with 
the Railton Special. Beneath the slippery shape were 
two supercharged Napier Lion 12-cylinder engines - 
one driving the rear axle, one driving the front, and 
both positioned behind Cobb. The whole bodyshell 
had to be removed for refuelling and tyre changes; 

it could be lifted off by six men. 

This was to be one of the most enduring LSR cars: 
its first success came on 15 September 1938, when 
Cobb broke George Eyston's record, posting a new 
target of 353.30mph. Eyston, however, struck back 
within 24 hours and it wasn't until 23 August 1939 
— just days before the outbreak of war - that Cobb 
regained it at 369.7O0mph. After a further raft of 
modifications to the car, he went on to set anew 
high of 394.1 9mph in September 1947. 

Anorak fact [here were no radiators on the Railton 
Special. Instead, an ice tank was used for cooling 
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8 BLUEBIRD CN7 


Having battled inclement weather and endless 
delays, Donald Campbell finally followed his 
father into the history books by claiming the 
record at Lake Ayre, Australia on 17 July 1964. 
He did it using one of the best-looking LSR cars 
of all - Bluebird CN7, powered by a Bristol 
Proteus gas-turbine engine. The 
car was capable of much more 
than the 403.1 mph Campbell 
achieved, but the wet, rutted salt 
flat forced him to use a shorter 
course. Breedlove had already 
gone faster but, in the short time 
it took the governing body to 
make up its mind about pure- 
thrust cars, the wheel-driven 
Bluebird held the official record. 
Anorak fact Jo enable the team 
to transport Bluebird to Lake 
Eyre, the Australian government 
had to grade 65 miles of road 


10 SPIRIT OF AMERICA 


Craig Breedlove’s new challenger moved the 
goalposts in that it was driven purely by the 
thrust from its GE 
J-47 jet engine and 
had only three wheels. 
There were teething 
troubles: the J-47 
played up and the 
steering — controlled 
at low speed by 
braking the relevant 
rear wheel, and at 
high speed viaa 
nose-mounted fin - 
had to be replaced by 
a standard set-up that moved the front wheel. 
Once sorted, however, the effect was dramatic 
- only months after Campbell's 403mph effort 
in 1964, Breedlove reached 526.28mph. 
Anorak fact Breedlove ended his record run in 
a dyke after his parachutes and brakes failed 
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‘The also-rans 





MERCEDES T80 

This Daimler-engined projectile was intended to 
be used ona modified stretch of autobahn. The 
outbreak of war halted the project before it ran. 


BLACK HAWK STUTZ 

Frank Lockhart took on Campbell and Segrave 
with the Black Hawk Stutz, but a burst tyre led to 
a fatal crash in April 1928.

SPIRIT OF AMERICA 

The 1990s incarnation toppled on to its side 
during an early run, leaving Breedlove a thankfully 
unharmed passenger after a 670mph U-turn.

In 1960, Athol Graham — a devout Mormon - 
turned up at Bonneville believing he had been 
‘chosen’ to break the 400mph barrier. Sadly, he 
hadn't, crashing to his death during the attempt. 


STANLEY STEAMER 

The 1907 version could have put the record 
further out of reach for its internal-combustion 
rivals, but it was written-off on its first run. 





SILVER BULLET 

Engine problems and unkind 
weather limited Kaye Don to a one- 
way best of 190mph at Daytona in 
1929 in Sunbeam's final LSR car. 


McLAREN MAVERICK 

Big-budget attempt by the Fl team 
was launched in 1993, but no car 
ever appeared, much less ran. 


BUDWEISER ROCKET 
A sidewinder missile propelled this controversial 
car unofficially close to the sound barrier in'79. 


AUSSIE INVADER 

Roscoe McGlashan’s Thrust 2 lookalike never 
really behaved itself, and SSC put the record out 
of reach before he could have a proper go at it.

here’s a purity about small sports 

cars that can sometimes be lost 
when weight and cubic capacity 
start to increase. They may not 
win many traffic-light drag- 
races, but over twisting roads 
the best examples offer more 
excitement at 50mph than other models do at 
almost twice that. Two of the three cars here - 
the Austin-Healey Sprite and Fiat 850 Sport 
Spider — make extensive use of components from 
far more humble stablemates; the other, Toyota’s 
Sports 800, takes a somewhat left-field approach. 
All prove that less can often be more. 

The partnership between Austin and Healey 
Motor Co began with the 100 in 1952 and, as the 
decade progressed, their overlords at BMC real- 
ised that there was an opportunity to create a 
small sports car to fill the gap in the firm’s 
line-up beneath the 100/6 and the MGA. 
Donald Healey’s son Geoff took charge of the 
new model, which was to rely on the running 
gear from the Austin A35 to keep costs down. 

The A35’s steering box was binned in favour 
of the Morris Minor’s rack-and- pinion system, 
and the 948cc A-series engine gained a pair of 
SU carburettors rather than the standard single 
Zenith. There were other modifications, too: at 
the back, quarter-elliptic springs replaced the 
saloon’s semi-elliptics; and the layout for the rear 
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brakes was altered so that each had its own slave 
cylinder. On the A35, one slave cylinder oper- 
ated both via a mechanical linkage. 

It was all very well incor porated into Gerry 
Coker’s design, which itself is a masterpiece of 
simplicity. T here isnota single extraneous detail 
to be seen. There aren’t even any doorhandles 
~ you have to reach inside for the release. If you 
want access to the boot, you have to dive in head- 
first behind the seats because there’s no bootlid.

It would have been even sleeker had cost 
concerns not ruled out the intended pop-up 
headlights. Instead, they were fixed, a decision 
that gave the car its instantly recognisable face. 
Having received permission from Daimler, 
which had acquired the r ights from Riley, Austin 
was able to name its new baby the Sprite, but 
everyone was soon referring to it as the Frogeye. 

The diminutive car received a warm welcome 
when it was launched in Monte-Carlo in May 
1958, and not just because BMC had whisked

engine was upped to 
903cc and 52bhp for the 
1968-on Sport Spider; 
removing the Toyota's roof 
leaves a Surrey-style top 


everyone off to the Principality at the time of 
that year’s Grand Prix. The key to the Sprite’s 
appeal is the same now as it was then: back-to- 
basics fun, and character by the bucket-load. 

Inside, there is a big two-spoke steering wheel 
and a simple dashboard. With no winding 
windows to incorporate (there are detachable 
sidescreens instead), the doors feature generous 
storage pockets. Although you sit close to the 
ground, the driving position is quite upright, 
which, combined with that sizeable wheel, leaves 
you in no doubt as to this model’s 1950s origins. 

There is absolutely nothing dated about the 
way a good Sprite drives, however. Turn the key, 
pull the starter and the A-series fires up with that 
signature fruity rasp. Many tuning companies 
offered upgrades for BMC’s ubiquitous power- 
plant, and this example boasts a number of 
period modifications from Alexander, including 
cylinder-head improvements and Strombergs in 
place of the SUs. It’s a willing little engine as 
standard, but this fine-tuning ‘makes it an even 
more responsive and eager unit. 

The handling is superb. With no mass to 
speak of, the c ar responds instantly to the slight- 
est input. That’s accompanied by a little initial 
body roll but it’s well controlled by the lever-arm 
dampers, and the pay-offis that the ride remains 
comfortable despite the Healey’s sporting nature.

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scene, you are unlikely to find yourself parked 
next to a Toyota Sports 800 at your local car 
show. It went on sale in April 1965, following the 
enthusiasm generated by the Publica Sports 
prototype that was shown at the 1962 ‘Tokyo 
Motor Show. The vast majority were built for 
the Japanese market, with exports stretching 
only as far as US-governed Okinawa. 

The production car was altogether more prac- 
tical than that first incarnation — it had doors, for 


a start — but it still looked like something out of 


The Jetsons. Designed by Shozo Sato, the Sports 
800 is cute and well-proportioned. Those huge 
headlamps link it to its slightly later big brother 
—the 2000GT —and give the fronta sad, sorrow- 
ful look. They are set close together, too, which 
means that the car seems narrower than it actu- 
ally is; in reality, it’s a full 5in wider than the 
Sprite, aided by the discreetly flared arches. 

The doors are operated via a delicate-looking 
handle, and inside all is black apart from the silver 
dashboard insert. Where the British challenger 
was austere in its approach, the ‘Toyota is posi- 
tively luxurious: there are two-speed wipers; 
electric washers; a cigarette lighter and a map 
lamp. When ther oof panel is in place, ventilation 
comes from an adjustable grille and small flaps in 
the rear quarter panels. A zip in the fabric cover 
behind the seats, meanwhile, provides access to 
the boot without having to get out of the car.

It’s all very well thought-out, apart from the 
fact that there appears to be no place to store that 
roof: it’s marginally too big to go in what should 
be the obvious place behind the front seats; and 
it won’t quite slide into the boot. Maybe we were 
missing something obvious when we tried. 

Despite the oddball styling, in some respects 
the Sports 800 is entirely conventional. It boasts 
monocoque construction with independent 
front suspension, and a live rear axle on semi-

elliptic springs. Under the bonnet, however, lies 
an unusual choice of engine for a sports car: an 
air-cooled 790ce flat-twin. Running on two 
carburettors, it gives 49bhp, which is enough for 
this 585kg machine to feel surprisingly nippy. 
[’m not sure where Toyota found a long enough 
downslope to achieve its quoted maximum 


of 97mph, but the fact that it feels the slowest of 


our trio is more a reflection of the Frogeye’s 
period upgrades and the Fiat's relative youth 
than it is of the Japanese car’s lack of pace.

The lumpy thrum from the engine isn’t the 
smoothest of noises, but this is an exceptionally 
flexible powerplant that is happy to pull away 
from low speeds in the higher gears. It revs 
keenly, too, which is just as well because you do 
need to press it quite hard to make spirited 
progress. The stubby gearlever offers a short 
throw between ratios and the steering, while 
unbelievably light, feeds back just enough infor- 
mation from the front tyres. It rides comfortably 
and offers an impressive amount of grip. 

Even in Japan the Toyota was relatively rare, 
but the Fiat 850 was made in huge numbers. 
More than two million were sold following its 
introduction in May 1964, but rampant corro- 
sion has ensured that the survival rate is woeful. 
Developed from the 600, the 850 was initially 
offered as a two-door, four-seater Berlina. 
Despite its monocoque construction, all- 
independent suspension and overhead-valve 
rear-mounted engine, it was basic motoring for 
the masses and, as such, came with rubber mats, 
plain vinyl seats and no headlining. 

From those humble 34bhp beginnings, 
however, Fiat expanded the 850 range in all sorts 
of different directions, including the Familiare 
station wagon and a Coupé — plus the Bertone- 
built Spider. Styled by Marcello Gandini while 
he was at the Torinese design house, it was first 
shown at the 1965 Geneva Salon and came with 





a high-compression version of the 843cc engine, 
complete with twin-choke Weber. In 1968, the 
Spider was facelifted and renamed the Sport 
Spider, gaining vertical headlamps in place of the 
earlier model’s sleek enclosed items. We can 
thank American safety legislation for that. 

The updated model did, however, receive a 
larger 903cc engine that upped the power output 
to 52bhp. And what a cracking little unit it is — 
spinning freely throughout its expansive rev 
range and providing impressive acceleration. 
Like many rear-mounted engines, it’s also easily 
removed should you feel the need. The rear 
panel can be unbolted, which enables you to 
slide the whole thing straight out. 

In comparison with the other two, there is a 
slightly spongy feel to the Fiat’s controls, espe- 
cially the gearchange. The steering, too, lacks 
the direct nature of the Sprite’s rack, although it 
does provide a lot more feel than the Toyota. 
The pedals are severely offset to the right (all 
Spiders were left-hookers) but it’s otherwise very 
comfortable. The number of gauges and 
switches in this late example — plus the fake- 
wood dash insert —stands in stark contrast to the 
spartan nature of the early Berlina. 

The Sport Spider is still a very good-looking 
car, despite the changes made to the front end. 
It’s noticeably bigger than the Sprite and the 
Toyota, its length accentuated by the sweeping 


deck that feeds down to a shallow rear end. That 
deck covers the hood, the stowing of which is not 
the work of a moment. The ‘Toyota’s roof panel 
can be removed in seconds via six J-shaped bolts 
to leave a Surrey-style arrangement that will be 
familiar to Triumph TR4/5 owners. The Sprite’s 
hood is folded back, and the frame is then lifted 
out and stowed behind the seats. On the Fiat, 
though, you have to fold the hood together from 
the front and the back, before releasing the deck 
panel and tucking the soft-top away underneath. 
The resultant clean lines of the Spider are well 
worth the effort, though. 

The 850 is the most grown-up of our trio, the 
one that you’d use if you needed to cover large 
distances. It’s stylish, and that engine is a treat. 
Don’t be fooled by the Toyota’s somewhat comi- 
cal exterior — it’s a very capable little sports car. 
The flat-twin may seem a bit eccentric, but it’s an 
essential part of the Sports 800’s character. 

And the Sprite? Even more than 50 years after 
it was launched, it still perfectly encapsulates 
everything that you'd ever want froma no-frills, 
small-engined sports car. “a3”

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It may be eccentric, but the Saab 99 
intelligent design.made it a teal rival te 


the established marques’ more or thadox 
products, says Jon Presnell 7 ( 
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n 1969, had you wanted something a cut 
above the average rear-drive repmobile, 
you could have ‘splashed out just shy of 
£1000 on British Leyland’s freshly 
launched Austin Maxi. Or you could 
have spent a third as much again — 
Triumph 2000 money — on a Saab 99, at 
the time new to the UK and available only as 
a two-door 1709¢cc saloon. Fast-forward 10 
years, and for roughly the same price asa BMW 
525 you could again find yourself behind the 
wheel of a Saab 99, this time a turbocharged 
hatchback pumping out 145bhp and capable of 
comprehensively blowing the Bavarian six- 
cylinder sports saloon into the weeds. 


Much water had flowed through the fjords of 


Sweden in the interim, but the for egoing obser- 
vation tells youa lot about Saab — anda lot about 
the 99, a model that became both emblem and 
lifeline for the Trollhattan firm. When produc- 
tion of the final Saab 90 ended in 1987, nearly 
600,000 of the 99 family had been made — to 
which must be added more than 900,000 of the 
99-derived 900s, the last in 1993. It would be 
mean-spirited, perhaps, to remind you that BL 
turned out fewer than 500,000 Maxis, a car that 
was largely unchanged over its 12-year life. 
Saab’s recipe for success was thoughtful 
design, robustness and progressive evolution. 
Engines became larger, until the 99 sat happily 
in the crucial 2-litre prestige class. Body choice 
expanded first to a four-door, then three- and 
five-door hatchbacks. A sporting EMS variant 
joined the range. And then came the Turbo, an 
upmarket slingshot, often sexily black-painted, 
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signalling a definitive break from the rin-tin-tin 
two-strokes with which Saab made its name. 

It was in 1964 that management gave the 
green light to development of a new, bigger 
Saab. This followed the arrival the previous year 
of a batch of 20 test engines from British consul- 
tancy Ricardo. The 1200ce single-overhead-cam 
unit was intended to go into the 96, but Saab’s 
engineers decided that the Ford V4 was a 
cheaper and simpler way forward. Meanwhile, 
independent designer Sixten Sason had come up 
with a radical study for Saab called the ‘Canard’ 
~ because of its duck-like looks. This would form 
the basis of the 99’s distinctive lines. 

As for the mechanicals, these were an evolu- 
tion of existing Saab front-wheel-drive practice. 
The 96's coil-and-wishbone front was retained, 
with the coil springs set above the upper wish- 
bones and linked as before to rack-and-pinion 
steering. At the rear a dead axle continued, but 
straight rather than U-shaped. Location of the 
coil-sprung beam was by a four-link system, 
bolstered by a Panhard rod. Braking was by discs 
all round, with dual circuits and a servo, and with 
separate drums for the notably efficient hand- 
brake, which operated on the front wheels. 

Just as the styling moved on, so did the power- 
plant. Saab had heard that Tri umph was working 
on a similar slant-four—and a sister V8 —so it was 
agreed instead to collaborate on a shared unit. 
Ricardo’s drawings and prototypes were passed 
to Triumph; manufacture of a revised design 
would be by the Coventry firm, which ultimately 
used the engine in the Dolomite and TR7, while 
Saab was to take on the testing programme.

The result, after the Swedes had discarded the 
idea of a 1500ce unit, was a 1709cc alloy-head 
crossflow, with a chain-driven single camshaft. 
Designed to be installed at a 45° angle, and to be 
narrow enough to form half of Triumph’s V8, it 
had one row of head studs at an angle, along with 
the valves, resulting in wedge- -shaped combus- 
tion chambers. Mounted longitudinally, with the 
timing chain to the back, the engine was mated 
to a gearbox and final drive positioned under- 
neath. ‘This unusual but compact arrangement 
allowed easy clutch servicing and a limited front 
overhang. The gearbox, incidentally, was also of 
Triumph origin, being a Swedish-built uprating 
of the unit used in the 1300 saloon. 

Announced in November ’67, the 99 didn’t go 
on sale until autumn ’68, after 50 pre-production 
cars had been put in the hands of Saab personnel 
and members of the public for extended ‘real 
world’ testing. It was October 1969 before it 
became available in the UK. With an 1854cc 
option from autumn 1970, standardised for a 

Saab specialist Andy Boorman’s 1969 ‘1709’ — 
one-family-ow ned eBay find — is thus a sti: 
only one other British survivor is known. 

The chrome details, low-key badging and 
stainless-steel bumpers give the 99 in its original 
form a delicacy lacking i in later models. The 
looks are mildly eccentric — with the sw eeping 
panoramic screen, concave rear window and odd 
juxtaposition of a straight waistline and curved 
door-top — but the Saab’s rugged safety-cage 
body is aerodynamically correct, boasting a Cd 
of 0.37: Citroén DS territory. A smooth under- 
side, helped by an undertray to protect the sum p; 
undoubtedly helps. Another original touch is 
how the doors extend down to the floor, with no 
outer sills, eliminating a potential rust-trap. 


Inside, there’s a black-painted metal dash- 
board with a grained plastic instrument panel 
and three white-on-black dials. 
With the lower part sloping away 
and no parcel shelf, it’s individualis- 
tic without being quirky. Just don’t 
look for the ignition key: on the 99, 
Saab pioneered its placement on the 
transmission tunnel — apparently 
because too many people were 
being injured in accidents by keys 
jutting out of the steering column. 
What is more immediately appar- 


rather Mini-like bay of the wind- 
screen, the comfortable driving 
position afforded by the height- 
adjustable seats, and the surprising 
amount of room in the back. 

Under way, you’re struck by the Saab’s excel- 
lent refinement. The engine is subdued and 
there is an exceptional lack of wind noise, leaving 
tyre roar as the dominant sound. There is little 
crispness to the performance — this is a 2330Ib 
car disposing of a mere 87bhp — but the 99 main- 
tains a happy 70mph with no sense of struggle, 
albeit feeling slightly undergeared. 

The smooth clutch is pleasantly w eighted, the 
gearbox notchy but adequately precise. You also 
have the option, specific to the 1709cc 99, of 
engaging a traditional Saab freewheel, viaa lever 
on the tunnel. This allows clutchless changes, 
but drive takes up slightly abruptly. With prac- 
tice you can smooth out the changes, but the 
freewheel-disengaged mode is more pleasant. 

The Saab corners securely, aided by steering 
that is informative, well-w eighted and not 
unduly low-geared. The ride is similarly on the 
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_ jor n Envall 


Later Saab’s chief 
designer, Envall worked 
with Sixten Sason on 
refining the ‘Canard’ into 
the production 99: “We 
ended up with something 
of a compromise, because 
the board was a bit 
scared. The architecture 
Sason had in mind was a 
transverse engine with 
luggage compartments 
at the front and back. It 
was 5ft 1 lin wide... and 
was a three-plus-three 
six-seater. You could 
also use it as an 
ambulance, as an estate, and as a taxi. 

“The 99 is a fairly honest architectural 
solution, with good proportions, a big glasshouse, 
and small overhangs. The concave rear window 
is a device to make the car look longer’ 

In ‘69, Envall set up Saab’s styling department. 
The first project was the 1971 99's revised dash: 


“The first in the world on a family car to have 


illuminated switches, rotary knobs for heating 
and ventilation, green instrument lighting, and 
the first to have orange instrument needles’ 

The Combi Coupé (above) came next, using the 
maximum of saloon pressings; budget constraints 
meant an unchanged front, and the use of inelegant 
opera windows on the five-door: “What's ugly, 
though, and what's not ugly? Sometimes it's a 
benefit to be ‘ugly’ because the main idea behind 
being something ‘nice’ is merely fashion. | think in 
some circumstances ‘ugliness’ can be good!”

you're pushing it. The short-travel, effective 
brakes round outa picture of a car thatis refined, 

competent, in no way sporting, but eminently 
drivable and surprisingly modern. 

After the introduction of the 1854cc engine, 
in January 1972 camea fully revised 1985cc unit, 
built by Saab and premiered, in injected 120bhp 
form, in the EMS. Gone were the sundry weak- 
nesses of the Triumph original and its sloppy 
assembly tolerances, the engine featuring sepa- 

rate water jacketing for each cylinder, larger 
mains and big-ends, plus upright valves in 
constant-depth combustion chambers. ‘This was 
an engine strong enough to handle substantial 
power increases, and formed the basis of Saab 
four-cylinder units for years to come. 

The way was now opening to push the 99 
further upmarket, a process given extra impetus 
by the arrival of the three-door Combi Coupé 
in 1973, followed by a five-door in early 1976. 
Having sensibly discarded the idea of a 99 with 
the Stag V8 engine, Saab took the genuinely 
innovatory move of adding an exhaust-driven 
turbocharger, refining the installation with a 
wastegate — a boost- control valve diverting 
excess exhaust gases past the turbine. 

The 99 Turbo was announced in late 1976 and 
went into production for the 1978 model year, 
with three-door Combi Coupé bodywork and 
just a single colour, black, for the UK market. 
Some five-doors were made, and just 600 two- 
doors made it to the UK — 200 in black, 400 in 


red. [T manager Wayne Stallwood’s car is one of

was 10,607 cars, the last being made in 1982. 

Equipped w ith US- -spec round headlamps and 
the bold ‘Aztec’ alloys, Stallwood’s Turbo is visu- 
ally a different beast from the original 99. Not 
least, it has the clever cellular-construction 
impact bumpers introduced for 1972, alas hiding 
the unusual undercut of the front panel. Details 
such as larger light units, a plastic numberplate 
insert and black side-grille surrounds may 
modernise the car, but they also appear clumsy 
and graceless. There’s a slightly low-rent cabin, 
too, in contrast to the quiet simplicity of the ’69 
car. Dummy wood, fragile-seeming air grilles, 
exposed screwheads on brutalist door trims — it’s 
easy to feel disappointed. 

Such concerns are peripheral. The ‘Turbo is 
nothing like an early 99, but it is also mightily 
seductive, transformed by its power unit. The 
engine feels bigger than its two litres, and has a 
backing accompaniment of the turbo whistling 
gently. The compressor comes in below 
2000rpm and imposes itself progressively, the 
boost becoming stronger as speed rises. The 
Saab will rapidly spool up to 80mph — a linear, 
muscular delivery, but one dependent on you 
keeping the revs up and the turbo turning. Put 
another way, this can be a dual-mode car: you 
can roll along with the turbo just idling, or drop 
into third on the notchy four-speed gearbox, 
play the hooligan, and in comes the boost. 

Drive ager essively and the payoff will inevita- 
bly be a healthy dose of torque-steer, but it’s 
more rewarding to work with the power delivery 


than against it. You soon discover that there’s a 
sound chassis beneath, starting with the inform- 
ative non-assisted steering, which has z agreeable 
weighting, directness and a pleasant, well-oiled 
feel. Pushed into corners the Turbo rolls moder- 
ately; the ride is generally comfortable, although 
it can become a little unsettled on undulating 
roads. The brakes feel softer and more servoed 
than on the ‘1709’ but are admirably effective. 

In essence, the Turbo comes across as a more 
intelligent approach to creating a high-speed 
saloon. At its launch, Saab claimed that on an 
average journey the turbocharger would only 
operate 15% of the time — but that, when it did, 
the performance was equal to that of a normally 
aspirated 3-litre car. Isn’t that a sensible way 
to have your cake and eat it? 

That modest 1.7-litre ancestor was an equally 
intelligent way of doing a medium-sized family 
car. Bluntly, it makes BL’s bigger front-drivers, 
the Maxi and 1800, seem half-baked — and that’s 
before one addresses the quality and reliability 
issues that so enmired the British cars. 

But most impressive is how the original 99 
could seamlessly transmute into the Turbo, 
without getting out of its depth. Can you imag- 
ine the Austin Maxi having evolved over nine 
years into a sporting, prestige BMW-eater? 

Saab’s engineers might have had relatively 
limised resources, but they used them w ell, 
establishing with the 99 a gene pool from which 
they drew imaginatively for 40- odd years, “a>”

you persuade yourself it’s worth it.

and also ships cars from Europe to 
the various auctions. It’s not cheap: 
the fee for getting my AC there and 
back was £7100, which included 
total loss insurance on a car now 
valued at £250,000. That pays up if 
the ship goes to the bottom of the 
sea and takes the Ace with it, but 
doesn’t cover damage in transit, 
which would carry a £2000 excess 
anyway. If you really want to shell 
out you can fly it there, but that'll 
be around £16,000. 

CARS links up with the Ameri- 
can shipping firm Cosdel, based in 
San Francisco. The head man there 
is Martin Button, who just happens 
to be married to Sandra Button, the 
chairman of the Pebble Beach 


Concours. So on the Wednesday 
morning when I arrived there, 
miraculously, was my car, in a 
tented compound with 24-hour 
security. Not a scrape, not even a 
fingerprint, and after its long jour- 
ney it started first go. 

It should have sailed south-west 
across the Atlantic to Central 
America, through the Panama 
Canal, and then up the Pacific

Before dawn on Sunday, a price- 
less 200-car queue was building to 
access the lawns. Crisply organised 
by an army of polite blazered 
attendants, the Ace and I were at 
our mark by 7am. At 9:30 a serious- 
faced team of three judges arrived.

Some years ago, 
the concours committee decided 
that too many cars arrived on trail- 
ers, were rolled onto the lawns by 
white-gloved attendants, and never 
actually got driven. So now every- 
one is encouraged to do the Tour, 
which twists its way through the 
hills by Clint Eastwood’s estate and 
down Highway | to Big Sur, before 
returning to the jewel-like resort of 
Carmel for a five-star picnic. 

The drive is only about 85 miles 
in all, and speeds are low, but it’s a 
real thrill to be wending along this 
dramatic road beside the Pacific 
Ocean. Plus, you’re in the company

PERFECT CLASSIC 
FOR A COMMUTER 


I’m struggling to decide who — or 
what — to blame. Perhaps it was a 
couple of glasses too many, or 
maybe I was carried away by the 
nation’s collective enthusiasm, but 
part-way through the London 2012 
Opening Ceremony I became the 
owner of the ‘1979 mgb gt, blue, 
93,000 miles, full history’ I had 
spotted an hour or two earlier. Via 
eBay. Without looking at it. 

I was put onto the path to this 
purchase in January, when our 
cover shoot celebrating a half- 
century of the MGB reminded me 
how well I fit a B, and just how 
much I enjoy driving them. Classic 
snobs be damned (I will confess that 
I haven’t even told Buckley yet), 
there is a reason these cars are so 
popular. It was the obvious solution 
to my need for an affordable pukka 
classic that would cope better with 
my commute than the Magnette — 
albeit at the expense of making me 
a two-MG man, something I had 
never really wanted to be. 

I had embarked, as readers of our 
blogs on www.classicandsportscar.com 
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will know, on a daft (and ultimately 
fruitless) search for my old BGT, 
VMA 520W. But scanning the clas- 
sifieds had convinced me that, with 
prices on the up in the anniversary 
year, I wouldn’t find anything road- 
worthy within my budget. Then 
colleague Ollie Kibblewhite from 
Piston Heads.com arrived at the office 
in a super-tidy ’79 rubber-bumper 
GT, in Pageant Blue with the all- 
important Webasto, that he’d 
found for a spit and a cough over 
£1000. The search was back on. 

A matter of weeks later, I owned 
its twin, DH] 794T. I just had the 
small matter of finding the cash and 
heading up to Peterborough to 
collect it. Then the doubts set in: 
what kind of state was it in? Why 
hadn’t it been taxed since October 
2009? Why was it so cheap? And 
would it even get me home? Elliott 
had encouraged me throughout 
and kindly took me up to see the 
car, which was a pleasant surprise: 
reasonably solid, presentable and, 
crucially, with 12 months’ MoT. 

I signed the papers, then nipped 
down the road to tax the car before 
heading for home. Id like to say 
that the journey was trouble-free, 
but this was a cheap car that hadn’t 
been in regular use for some time. 
A misfire became apparent fairly 
soon, and got progressively worse 
as the car warmed up, to the extent 
that pressing the throttle hard was 
like hitting a brick wall. But it got 
me back to the office, and the 
following day the suspected culprit 
— coil — was confirmed by a resist- 
ance check from ‘sparks’ Page, then 
cured by a trip to Moss for the 
correct ballast-resisted unit. While 
there, I also picked up a replace- 
ment for the weeping radiator 
expansion tank, plus a few vanity 
cosmetics including a Ro- Style

centre cap and an MG badge for 
the new steering wheel. Actually, it 
isn’t new, it’s the very leather- 
wrapped Mountney three-spoke 
that came out of my original BGT 
15 years ago (and has since been on 
a Midget, a Whizzkid, a Dolly 
Sprint and Port’s Mini). So nice to 
be reacquainted with an old friend. 

The BGT was then put to the 
test straight away when my mate 
Danny’ modern had a catastr ophic 
engine failure and my own was 
donated in his hour of need, leavi ing 
me with classics only. What a joy! 
BGT when I only need two seats, 
Magnette when I need four - 
I could get used to this two-MG 
thing. The car hasn’t been without 
its problems, though: a sticking 
caliper caused the brakes to pull;

a dodgy fan connection induced a 
bout of overheating; and a useless 


fuel gauge meant that I ran out of 


petrol. Other than those niggles, 
however, the only works have been 
tinkering. The ageing Fuel Cat 
under the bonnet has gone, 
replaced by a fresh fuel line and 
filter; the scrape on the rear quarter 
has been (largely) polished out; and 
the sunroof, which the previous 
owner never used, has been lubri- 
cated and is now rarely closed. 

I didn’t see the car before buying, 
but I did go into this with my eyes 
wide open, and so far ’m chu fed to 
bits. No, it isn’t glamorous, fast, 
‘cool’ — or even in very good condi- 
tion. But it is fun, cheap, and has 
ferried me to work just about every 
day since I bought it. Job done.

BACK-MARKER 
CLIMBS THE GRID 


Only really being able to afford to 
compete once or twice a year, I 
don’t consider myself much of a 
racer these days. It’s something you 
need to do week in, week out to be 
any good — not just as a driver, but 
also developing a car. I know the 
latter point seems out of place when 
talking about historics, but you’d be 
amazed by some of the advances in 
old-car technology: carbonfibre 
propshafts was the last one that 
made me drop my bacon sarnie. 

So imagine the delight that 
followed the conclusion of my 
second and final outing of 2012, at 
Donington Park with the HRDC, 
and the revelation that I wasn’t half 
as slow as I'd feared I would be. 

The days of a hapless member of 
the family standing on the pit wall 
with a stopwatch and a clipboard 
are long gone: these days, competi- 
tors run a transponder, a cigarette 
packet-sized electronic box that 
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accurately records 
each lap. The day after 
the meeting, the times 
are posted online and 
can be downloaded as 
a pdf, which features 
detailed lap charts. 
The figures make fora 
fascinating insight into 
the performance of 
each car-and-driver 
combination. I may 
not have ‘gone purple’ 
(fastest) anywhere and 
was 5 secs off the pace of the next 
Falcon but, unlike my immediate 
opposition, I was very consistent. 

Julius Thurgood’s pre-’66 saloon 
group contained several familiar 
cars, though I’d only competed 
against one of them in the past 
seven years and feared that it would 
now be much quicker. I didn’t help 
myself by leaving my prep to the 
Tuesday before the race, which is 
when I discovered that the car was 
running like a three-legged dog. 
Changing the condenser, the usual 
source of Falcon misery, made no 
difference so I took out the plugs, 
only to be confronted by just about 
every variation in colour and condi- 
tion known to a Haynes manual 
writer. Fitting a fresh set restored 
normal service and, along with two 
new tyres, amounted to the sum 
total of my preparation for the one- 
hour race around the underrated 
Leicestershire track. 

On my way to the circuit, I was 
reminded of another racer that 
used to be driven to the grid, an 
Alfa Romeo 2600 formerly owned 
by Nick Savage. The combo was 
usually just behind me rather than

in front, but always made me work 
hard. By all accounts its new custo- 
dian, Tony Murray, had lavished a 
fair bit of attention on the dark- 
blue coupé and had been racking up 
some impressive results, so no one 
was more surprised than me when 
I caught and passed him during 
qualifyi ing. It wasn’t the only car I 
passed, yet old habits die hard so, 

when I got the times, I looked to 
the bottom before working my way 
up; 22nd out of 33 is hardly glitter- 
ing, but for me it was stellar. 

In all my years racing, I have 
tended to end up holding off the 
guy behind rather than chasing the 
chap in front. Not this time. 
Although the two ahead — a Mk2 
Jaguar and a Cortina GT — were 
faster in a straight line, I managed 
to stay with them, even threatening 
to get past on more than one occa- 
sion. Maybe they had never raced at 
Donington before, but I reckoned 
that I was quicker around the bends 
and later on the brakes. 

All of this excitement couldn’t 
last, of course, and after 15 laps [let 
myself down, undone by the most 
pathetic of schoolboy errors. After

last year’s Silverstone Classic, Pd 
mentioned to Colin Mullan that 
the rear brakes were snatching 
when warm. He deduced that I'd 
managed to put the leading shoe on 
the wrong way round in one drum 
but, due to the wear, he popped in 
a new set of linings on both sides so 
I could at least drive the car home. 
A year later I’d clean forgotten, fail- 
ing to swap them for the race 
linings I keep in my small spares 
bag. It’s amazing ‘how a bit of 
enthusiastic driving can murder the 
freshest of road linings, and by 
mid-distance they’d been reduced 
to charcoal and parted company 
with their backing. I heard the 
rattle before the pedal started to go 
soft, alerting me to get back to the 
pits before any further drama. 

Once everything had cooled, 
replacing the rear shoes took buddy 
Sam Smart and I less than 20 mins, 
by which time the race was over. 
Although initially disappointed not 
to finish, a rare occurrence for the 
Falcon, I was chuffed with my pace, 
even more so when I studied the 
data the following week. Maybe 
I don’t need to race more often. 
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From 5th to 9th December 2012

GETTING RID OF 
THE GRUMBLE 


With the Le Mans Classic looming, 
[ opted to hold off the axle replace- 
ment and put up with a noisy back 
end on the round trip to La Sarthe. 
One thing that I didn’t want to put 
up with, however, was the tempera- 
mental charging: without warning, 
the voltage would drop, causing 
wipers and indicators to slow 
before picking up again. I gota new 
17ACR alternator from local 
supplier Moss Europe, and all I had 
to do to make it fit the GTE was 
unbolt the mounting plate at the

front and rotate it so that the 
fittings matched up. It proved an 
immediate success on the way to Le 
Mans — good job, because wipers 
and lights were much in demand 
due to the inclement weather. 
Once back, and with my newly 
purchased replacement axle for the 
Scimitar safely deposited in the 
C&SC workshop (thanks to former 
staffer ‘Dr’ Dave Richards for the 
Norfolk-to-Oxfordshire transpor- 
tation), it was time to think about 
the swap. The axle looked better 
than I had envisaged, with a leak- 
free pinion seal plus the brakes 
already fitted and moving freely, so 
I did nothing more than paint it in 
preparation for the changeover. 
Clements’ project Suzuki was 
pushed out of the workshop early 
one Monday to make space and, at 
lunch, Elliott and I began the strip- 
down before the removal of the old 


axle. After a couple of hours of 


unbolting and hitting things, the 
axle was out — the most difficult part 
being the radius-arm bolts, which 
prov ed to be very stubborn. 

With an extra pair of hands from 
workshop regular and maintenance

manager Rob Pittaway, the ‘new’ 
axle was in place and all bolts refit- 
ted ready to be tightened. After 
another early start before work I 
had the handbrake cables on and 
adjusted, plus the copper brake 
pipes reconnected ready for bleed- 
ing. Unfortunately, when James 
and I came to do just that, the main 
connecting pipe showed its weak- 
ness and sheared at the union. 
Determined not to be beaten, Elli- 
ott found his brake-pipe flaring 
tool and made a new end. With the 
rear of the car ready to go back 
on to the deck, I refitted the 
exhausts, popped on the wheels and 
prepared for the test drive. 

Before this moment of truth, and 
to make sure that I could recall the 
true extent of the old diff whine, 
I watched the video from when I 
first got the car — complete with a 
team of C¢7SC passengers cringing 
at just how bad the noise was. Using 
the same route, I breathed a huge 
sigh of relief when I discovered that 
the supplier of the new axle had 
been true to his word and it was, in 
Scimitar terms at least, quiet. The 
brakes worked, the diff didn’t 


whine and, as a result, I could hear 
the fruity exhausts and the V6 
engine properly for the first time 
since buying the car towards the 
end of last summer. That was five 
hours in the workshop and £125 
well spent, I reckon. 

In jubilant mood, I also treated 
the Scimitar to four new tyres: 
the worn fronts were making the 
steering feel heavier than usual, but 
that was excusable after their 
having covered 14,000 miles since 
being fitted last year. The Fulda 
Carat Assuros had done such a 
great job, at a pretty reasonable 
price, that I opted for another

set, which once again did the trick 
and transformed the car’s steer ing 
and roadholding. 

While the wheels were off, I took 
the opportunity to paint the inner 
arches and finally remove any trace 
of the original April Yellow paint, 
before giving the Dunlop compos- 
ite alloy /steel rims a lick of paint so 
that the car not only sounded 
better, but looked better, too. 

So what’s next? Well I still have 
to satin-black the engine bay and 
I suspect a new clutch will be just 
one job on the way to solving an 
occasionally reluctant gearchange, 
but I’m also drawing up plans to get 
hold of a spare Essex V6 that can be 
rebuilt with a fast-road cam and 
some ‘breathed on’ cylinder heads. 
In addition, I may remove the front 
exhaust silencer boxes for a bit of 
extra ‘music’. After all, now that 
I can hear the engine, I may as 
well make the most of it.

123 estate for a while before that. 
The less practical urge for a 107 
was still there, too. I had previously 
found a cheap one in Inca Red that 
was mechanically good and appar- 
ently just needed a bit of bodywork 
and a respray. Wrong. One day 
when doing a brake service I found 
that the jack was going up but the 
car wasn’t: the jacking point was not 
attached to the sill, which in turn 
was no longer part of the structure.

That one was sold for spares pretty 
quickly, and the quest continued. 

I had been looking at converti- 
bles because they’re more common, 
but most had those chrome stick- 
on wheelarch trims and ‘bling’ 
alloys that just look wrong. 

My wife was browsing ‘eBay one 
evening and found what looked like 
a nice mid-blue metallic 450SLC 
with low mileage and perfect body- 
work. It was local, too, so we made 
contact and negotiated an agree- 
able price. The Mere was part of a 
large collection, but the owner was 
concentrating on Australian muscle 
cars and, as the only European, it 
no longer fitted. A sinking brake 
pedal indicated a faulty master 
cylinder, easily sorted, and since 
then it has only needed an exhaust. 
The SLC soon became the favour- 
ite for Sunday trips up and down 
the coast and into the mountains. 

Then we chanced upon a W116 
series 280SE wagon, also on eBay, a 
month later. Mercedes never made 
an estate version of this model, of 
course, and I recognised it as one of 
the rare Crayford conversions. 

It was not far away in the NSW 
Southern Highlands and the price 
was right, so we arranged to have a 
look. It was a bit scruffy, though | 
gave it the thumbs up and drove it 
back down the hills to home. It had 
been repainted in a vivid bright 
green and was known as Kermit, 
but after some research on The 
Muppets I decided that Wasabi was 
more appropriate. After a good 
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‘Wasabi’ W116 Crayford is now in Malaysia 


-HERISHED C 
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clean and a service — plus getting the 
air-con re-gassed — I had my local 
specialist reinstall the hydraulic 
self-levelling rear suspension, 
which markedly improved the ride. 

The Crayford design looked well 
done, but the top half of the tailgate 
was a Ford Granada rear window 
welded to the back end of the Mere 
bootlid so, although it had a gener- 
ous load area, it still hada high ledge 
at the back — not ideal for heavy lift- 
ing. Despite this, it proved useful 
for hauling during house renova- 
tions, and our dog could jump in 
the side door for trips to the beach. 


There were others, too, but how 
many Mercedes one household 
needs was partly answered when a 
collector in Malaysia who was 
searching for a Crayford got in 
touch. There were 13 surviving and 
known to various M-B clubs world- 
wide, and he wanted one. We came 
to a deal and I drove it to Sydney 
docks for a sad farewell last year. 

It took me six months to find a 
clean enough replacement for the 
280E, the longest I had been with- 
outa 123 of some description since 
the mid-’80s, but the SLC is still 
the ‘Sunday’ car and, although a bit 
of a gas-guzzler in city traffic, it’s 
ideal for long-distance cruising.

Though Primary Designs has its 
claws deep into F1 racing, owner 
Pat Barrett hasn’t forgotten the 
company’s roots —in racers that are 
now acquiring a certain vintage. He 
built systems for Cosworth DF Vs 
when they were current and is still 
doing them. Historic Fl owners 
beat a path to PD’s door, and it will 
always consider a custom set-up. 
On our visit, two of its staff were 
fabricating an exhaust for a Stratos 
rep, its Alfa V6 demanding intricate 
tube work in a confined space — plus 
it has to look and sound good, too. 
That’s nota problem, given the 
top-quality materials, high-tech 
tools and almost surgical condi- 
tions under which collectors and 


joints are fabricated and TIG- 
welded. Argon back-purging gives 
immaculately clean welds — and fab 
colours. It’s beautiful, clinical and 
undramatic. For more modern 
applications, Barrett likes Zircotec 
coatings (CéSC, July 09) to manage 
the heat better: “Though it’s a 
shame to cover those lovely welds.” 

Having started building chassis 
for March in the late 1970s before 
moving to Williams from ’°81-’82, 
Barrett worked for another exhaust 
firm until 98 when he branched out 
on his own: “When we started there 
were just two of us, and the first job 
was a Lola. It was all historics and 
bespoke systems, then we moved 
into F1 in 2000. In 2006 we had 
four F1 teams on the go and in 2011 
it took off. But all the time we get

requests for one-offs, such as McLa- 
rens, Alfa [33s and we’ve been 
asked to do a Lamborghini LMO02. 

“Historic F1 traditionally uses 
four-into-one systems, but mostly 
we’re doing four-to-two-to-one for 
more torque. You might get pipe 
lengths from the engine builder, or 
just the diameters, but we know 
what a DFV ran back in the day. I 
want it to look like the original, and 
for the Hesketh 308C we only had 
photos — you have to do all the 
design yourself — plus it’s all got to 
clear the rear suspension. 

“We reckon it takes 45-50 hours 
for a V8, and try to have cars in and 
out in a week.” That sort of system 
costs £4440, or more fora Can-Am 
car. Add 30% if you want Inconel, a 
nickel alloy that has high strength

at elevated temperatures, so it can 
be made lighter, with wall thick- 
nesses down to as little as 0.3mm. 
Barrett uses the same 3 D compu- 
ter-design software as the F'1 teams, 
but cheerfully admits that a lot of 
the work for older cars is by eye - 
“so it looks right”. Only about 30% 
of the tube is bought in. PD makes 
the rest from 47-83mm diameters, 
welded on a special seam-welding 
rig — yet the results look seamless. 
Although Primary’s client list 
reads like racing royalty in every 
discipline from F1 to offshore 
powerboats, there will always be 
room for classics to leaven the mix. 
As Barrett concludes: “I’ve always 
been a fan of the old Group B cars, 
and we’ve had them in by the 
dozen.”

A 1928 Mercedes topped Bonhams’ 
Goodwood Revival auction to cap 
a successful couple of weeks for the 
firm. The S-type Sports Tourer was 
bought new by a retired British 
army officer, and has remained in 
the same family ever since. Fitted 
with a fabric body by Cadogan, the 
car was treated to a number of 
modifications, such as a Wilson 
preselector gearbox and a different 
exhaust manifold. An anonymous 
bidder in the room secured the 
unrestored, beautifully patinated 
example for £2,801,500. 

Also crossing the block during 
the Sussex event on 15 September 


was the much-anticipated Hartley 
Collection of Maseratis. The high- 
est price from the quartet was 
achieved by a 1929 Tipo 26M that 
boasted period race history and 
made £1,681,500. The ex-George 
Eyston sister car reached £533,500, 
while an A6G/2000 coupé went for 
£236,700. Hartley’s incredible 
homebuilt V4 Sedici Cilindri 
recreation made £432,700. 

Other cars to break the £1 million

pre-sale hype generated by the 
Mercedes was an ex-works Healey 
3000. Driven in period by Paddy 
Hopkirk and Timo Makinen, ARX 
91B made £242,300. There was 
also a number of big sellers away 
from the headline lots, such as a 
Daimler SP250 at £40,250; full sale 
results to follow next month. 

The previous week, Bonhams 
raised a total of almost £2.6m at its 
annual Beaulieu date.

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The huge footfall at Goodwood’s 
C&SC-backed Revival Car Show 
has ensured the continued success 
of the ever-expanding ‘Over the 
Road’ market area. “A lot of people 
come in here for nothing,” said 
Hurst Park’s ‘Trevor Wooding. “Tt’s 
still the best car show in England, 
never mind what’s happening on 
the other side of the road.” 

And this year the clear theme was 
with some fascinating 
examples to complement the Cs, 
Ds, E-types and saloons big and 
sell doing battle on the circuit. 
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Dutch-based Zwakman and Brit 
firm Oselli shared a stand with 
some true Coventry exotics, includ- 
ing an XK150 3.8S by Bertone, the 
unique 1938 SS100 fixed-head 
Earls Court Show car, plus mid- 
engined extremes: a 2001 XJR1I5 
and an exacting XJ13 replica.

There's little doubt that a Royal 
connection adds value to a classic, 


and Volo Auto Museum (www. 


volocars.com) is hoping that the 
lure of Diana, Princess of Wales 
will result in the dollars flowing in 
for its armour-plated 1979 Rolls- 
Royce Silver Wraith II. Described 
by museum director Brian Grams 
as “the most significant car from 
Princess Diana’s US history’, the 
Wraith was used by the Princess on 
her first US visit in 1985. 


“The car has very rich history 


and all the documentation to back it 
up,” says Grams, “including video 
footage of the couple in the car at 
the White House with the Reagans. 
It was valued at $2million by the 
Berman Museum of History. We 
will be offering it in a no-reserve 
online auction on 9 November, the 
anniversary of Diana’s visit.” 
Another car with blue blood, 
albeit from a very different Royal 
family, is the Bristol 402 formerly 
owned by HRH Prince Varanand

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FORD MODEL A 





Henry's Depression-busting son-of-Model T makes a great introduction 
to vintage motoring, as Malcolm McKay explains

he Model A represented a whole 
new era compared to the Model 
T. Gone was the idiosyncratic 
(though clever) planetary trans- 
mission, in favour of a normal 
three-speed ’box with clutch. 
The hand-operated rear-only 
brakes were uprated with four-wheel foot-pedal 
operation. And pumped cooling superseded the 
thermo-syphon type, while coil ignition replaced 
a magneto and electric starting was standard. 
Just like a modern car to drive, then — except 
right-hand-drive cars where the throttle is in the 
centre, brake on the right. Plus, there’s no synchro 
and reverse is where first would normally be. 
Built in 53 factories in 15 countries worldwide 
(as far afield as Chile, Turkey and Japan), the 
number of Model As made seems to be worthy 
of a Miss Marple mystery, with wildly differing 
figures quoted that each look authoritative. The 
MAFCAS website contains a page of body styles 
totalling 4,858,644 and another of production by 
plant of 3,724,747 all in. Other sources quote 
3.25 million, or 4.32. Look up British produc- 
tion and you learn that it was 25,464 (1928-730 
Manchester, ’3 1 Dagenham) — or was it 14,516? 
Certainly UK build was dismal compared to 
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the US, due to the huge difference in roads and 
tax regimes. The Model A saved Ford at home, 
but here it was an over-sized anachronism, rated 
at 24hp. A stop-gap was the 2-litre 14.9hp AF, 
though it was slow: the 24hp is preferable today. 
Many cars now in Europe are ex-USA — and in 
Britain many are ex-Argentina or Uruguay, 
where they were right-hand drive in period. 
The worldwide anticipation at the launch of 
the Model A was immense: more than 10 million 
people (10% of the US population) viewed the 
car on 2 December 1927, and 25m that week. 
Henry Ford had wanted to build a car as radical 
as the T had been — he had an air-cooled ‘X8’ 
engine under test, with four pairs of cylinders on 
a common crankshaft— but had to concede to his 
son Edsel, who argued that a degree of conven- 
tion was unavoidable for Ford to be competitive. 
Henry chose simplicity rather than cheapness, 
and the Model A had advanced features, such as 
the first dash-mounted choke. Uniquely in its 
class, it had hydraulic dampers —a big advantage 
in ride on rough roads — and a laminated safety- 
glass windscreen. It came in a range of colours, 
with prices no higher than the Model T’s ($100 
below the competition). Best of all, it was excep- 
tionally rugged: over-engineered to the extreme. 
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Engine may be simple, but there's still lots to go wrong. Check carefully for cylinder 
block cracks: they can be stitched, but will probably entail a full strip and rebuild. 

Knocking is often a worn fibre cam-timing gear, affecting performance, but heavier 
knocking and rumbling could be worn bearings; excess smoke suggests worn bores

On the road 


Before starting, turn on the fuel tap under the 
scuttle-mounted tank. The exposed, gravity- 
feed tank is the actual top of the scuttle on most 
models. If the car has been laid up fora while, the 
inside of the tank can rust — you then get prob- 
lems with muck blocking the outlet pipe and 
causing intermittent fuel starvation. 

Adjust the choke if required; it’s important to 
start with the steering wheel-mounted spark 
lever retarded, then adjust it for optimum 
running. [he starter is operated by a button on 
the floor, located in the left-hand-drive position 
on our test car. With a compression ratio of just 
4.22:1, the Model A will run on the cheapest 
petrol and is not troubled by unleaded fuel. 

There is plenty of scope for modifications if 
you fancy more poke. Model B spec gives 5Obhp, 
or you could invest in one of Belcher Engineer- 
ing’s competition engines: sidevalve 86bhp at 
3500rpm, 158lb ft at 1500rpm; or the ultimate 
IoE conversion on twin SUs, 115bhp, 196lb ft. 

Modern roads and 1920s gearing mean your 
speed is often restricted by comfortable engine 
revs: fitting a taller-ratio axle is vital if you’ve 
changed an early car from 21in to 19in wheels 
and for a tuned engine. An overdrive conversion 
($1850 for the kit from the USA) is also effective. 

Once you get used to period features such as 
the unsynchronised gearbox and the layout with 
reverse in the conventional first position, the 
Model A isa straightforward vintage car to drive. 
There’s oodles of torque and a gearbox that 
shrugs off amateurish double-declutching with 
a good-natured chuckle and clunk.

This Tudor was imported from Michigan in ’08, 
where it had been restored by college students. 
Since landing in the UK, it has taken part in 
VSCC trials and been completely rewired by 
Winston Teague (see Specialist, Jan’01), including 
a fusebox, a proper regulator on the dynamo and 
H4 headlights. ‘There’s a discreet power socket 
under the dash to plug in a map light and flashing 
indicators, but otherwise it remains standard. 
‘Sound but used’ best decribes its condition. 
The paint is slightly flat and inside the headlin- 
ing is new, while the vinyl is smart. Underneath, 
the chassis is solid, the exhaust is fine and the 
motor is dry around the sump, with a few drips 
from the back. Its coolant is full and green, plus 
the oil is dark and between the levels. There’s 
surface rust on the bulkhead but nothing serious. 
The 3.3-litre ‘four’ fires with a grumble and 
settles to an even tickover. This A is stress-free to 
drive, the huge torque compensating for the big 
gap between second and top. The gearchange is 
easy as long as you give it time. The speedo 
doesn’t work but will be sorted, and the ammeter 
shows charge. The Tudor is undemanding to 
control, doesn’t wander and has surprisingly 
effective brakes. Great fun and very appealing, 
this is an ideal first vintage choice at not much 
more money than a far less usable Seven. Sold 
with Rick’s restoration manual and parts list plus 
VSCC buff form and MoT until 7 November.

This appealing 750-series Alfa comes direct from the ownership of Nick 
Mason, who had it restored in its original colour over 10 years beginning in 
1990, since when it has covered only about 1500 miles. It’s a UK-market 
right-hooker imported by Thomson & Taylor, and still has its buff logbook 
showing that it first lived in Surrey before moving to York in 1961. 

It's very shiny and just starting to mellow nicely. There are a couple of 
small waves in the rechromed bumpers and the bootlid plinth is slightly 
pitted, but it's the original. The offside indicator lens was missing from the 
front, but will be reattached before sale. Underneath it’s all solid, with the 
exhaust in good order and a new master cylinder in evidence. Still new- 
looking gearbox crossmember bolts show that it hasn't done much since 
its rebuild, and its tyres are a good set of the correct Pirelli Cinturatos 
with little wear, presumably new with the resto, and the same on the spare. 

Inside, the seat trim and carpets are new, plus the headlining is 
excellent. There are some scratches on the aluminium inner door plates, 
but they are the factory items and preferable to reproductions. 

Under the bonnet, the 1290cc ‘four’ is tidy, with clear green coolant, 
plus cleanish oil between the levels. There's an electric fuel pump but the 
original mechanical device is still fitted. It starts readily and, once warm, 
shows at least 45psi oil pressure, rising to 55psi with any revs. The water 
temperature settles in the middle of the gauge and the oil temperature 
hardly moved from its stop in five miles. It's a friendly delight to be in, with 
a responsive engine and crisp exhaust note, so you don't notice the offset 
driving position too much. The steering is communicative with no slop and 
great lock, something lacking from right-hand-drive conversions, and the 
all-drum brakes bite well but need a shove for proper retardation. 

Still on its original registration number, the car comes with the factory 
Alfa service and owner's manuals, and an Mol until 17 April 2013.

This sweet Type 74 - the Twin Cam has the preferred lower rear deck-line 
- has been extensively restored over the years by its long-time owner, 

to the stage where it must be one of the best around. Considerable time 
has obviously been invested in the body, including removing it from the 
chassis for restoration, because it is free from cracks, crazes and star- 
chips, plus the panelfit is good. The Pistachio paint is excellent and 

the bumpers have recently been rechromed. The alloys are unmarked, 
shod with decent Yokohama A048s, and there's an unused standard radial 
on the matching spare. Underneath, there are no scrapes or scratches, the 
recent stainless-steel exhaust is good and there are just a couple of oil 
drips from the motor, which is otherwise dry and has at some point been 
rebuilt by model guru Banks Europa Engineering. Its coolant is clear, green 
and most of the way up the header tank, while the oil is dark and near the 
top level. The chassis was stripped and repainted, remaining excellent and 
solid, plus it sports Spyder adjustable wishbones on the rear. 

Inside, the interior is as original, but has probably been retrimmed at 
some point and is all in fine order apart from one crack in the dashboard 
timber, under the instruments. Both electric windows work. The gearlever 
gaiter is split, though it's easy enough to replace. 

The engine fires after a brief churn and with the twin Dell’Ortos it is 
soon off choke. Once warm, the performance is strong. The Twin Cam 
pulls well and revs easily, while the steering is both communicative and 
lively — left to its own devices the car darts around on the tarmac, 
probably a little more than standard thanks to the sticky tyres. 

The brakes are smooth and powerful, plus the car tracks and stops in 
a straight line. The clutch is heavy and the gearshift can be imprecise, 
but these are typical for Europas. Oil pressure reads a steady 45psi at all 
revs, with 75°C showing on the temperature gauge, and the heater works; 
it’s new, along with the radiator. The Lotus will be sold with the workshop 
and parts manuals, a big wodge of bills and a new Mol at sale.

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This Traveller was restored by the Morris Minor Centre about eight years 
ago, since when it has been in regular use. While it was being worked on, 
some subtle upgrades were fitted. These include a conversion to front 
disc brakes with remote reservoir top-up and servo, radial tyres, halogen 
headlamps, electronic ignition, more recent front seats with headrests 
and inertia-reel seatbelts all round. A CD player has been fitted into the 
passenger glovebox, and there is a 12V socket just below. Gauges for 
water temperature and oil pressure have also been added. The paint on 
the dashboard is unmarked, as is the headlining. The trim has had just 
enough use to look ‘lived in} and the chromed fittings are nicely patinated. 

The timber is first-class — it has just been treated — and the bodywork 
is tidy. The door gaps are good, plus all four arches are solid. If you were 
being hyper-critical, there's a tiny area of bubbling at the bottom-rear 
corner of the driver's door and a slight paint run near the Morris bonnet 
badge, but overall this Traveller looks smart, with impressive brightwork. 

It's equally good underneath. The spring hangers are solid, as are the 
chassis legs, which can be a weak point on all Minors. There is evidence of 
new underseal in places, but it’s a little thin in others and would benefit 
froma fresh application. The tyres are part-worn Firestone 155xR14s. 

Lift the bonnet and you're greeted by a clean engine bay. The coolant is 
to level; the oil is golden and just on the dipstick’s ‘Max’ line. The new coil 
hints at the otherwise well-hidden electronic ignition, and there's a neat 
alternator conversion. It starts on the button and drives sweetly. The brake 
upgrades inspire confidence, and the little A-series — which has been 
converted for unleaded — pulls strongly. The handling is good, with no 
knocks or untoward noises from the steering or suspension. The Traveller 
will be sold with a fresh Mol and an eight-year chassis guarantee.

Despite its quasi-works rally-car looks, this is a standard model, one of 
the 200 built to homologate the T16 for international Group B rallying. 
This is chassis 126, and has been in an Italian collection for at least a 
decade, with English registration since 2001, though its history is not 
known before that. It returned to the UK earlier in 2012. 

The car has covered few miles in recent times, with a lubrication sticker 
from Italy stamped at 8940km in 2001. Its tyres are almost-unworn 
Michelin TRXs, so probably the originals because the matching spare is 
unused. It has been repainted well from the factory metallic grey and 
has no dings but the front chassis rails have suffered slightly underneath 
from jacking. There are no leaks elsewhere, though the bottom of the 
powertrain is coated ina light oil mist and the exhaust looks in good 
shape. The oil is clean and to level and there's one fastener missing 
from the engine cover in the rear deck. 

Inside, the dashboard is good, with a decent stereo, but, despite the 
car's minimal mileage, its seat bases are slightly baggy. The windscreen 
was cracked but was due to be renewed. 

The engine fires instantly, and is civilised for a homologation special — 
the all-wheel-drive transmission is much quieter than you'd imagine. 
There's 197bhp on tap from the 1775cc turbo twin-cam, but it lies high up 
the rev range. Combine that with a kerb weight of 1145kg, thanks to all of 
that transmission, and you need to keep the engine on the boil, with boost 
building from 4500rpm. Top speed isn't much more than a 205GTI 1.9 can 
manage, but the acceleration is rather faster even with 250kg more to 
pull. The brakes are firm and smooth, with oil pressure at least 3bar, 
rising with any revs towards the 6bar end of the gauge, while coolant 
temperature stays below 90°C. The 205's MoT is current until 26 April.

CG@SC's footie-loving photographer 
Tony Baker looks back on the bright 
spots in 20 years of inclement weather 


n the autumn of 1992, I 
made a rather liberal inter- 
pretation of Haymarket’s 
rules about annual leave, 
and took my entitlement in 
one go so that I could take 
part in a caving expedition 
to China. Five weeks later, I sloped 
back into the office, only to be 
greeted by rows of empty desks - 
Auto Classic had been closed while 
I was away. The publishing director 
told me that my new role was to be 
on Classic and Sportscar, which had 
turned me away when I'd expressed 
an interest in the photographer's 
position once before. This didn’t 
bode well, but at least I hada chance 
to show what I could do. 

My first assignment was a long 
weekend covering a commemora- 
tive run to Le Mans — from the 
passenger seat of a Morgan. I spent 
four days with my camera bag 
squashed between my legs, endured 
miserable weather and came back 
with a bad case of earache and 40 
rolls of film. I think five photos were 
used. Gradually, I settled in and 
eventually the art editor stopped 
booking quite so many expensive 
freelancers for important shoots. 

Since that inauspicious start, Pve 
photographed everything from 
microcars to supercars. Despite 
this, ’ve never been bitten by the 
classic car bug, probably because a 
photographer’s duties almost never 
involve getting behind the wheel. 
So, even after 20 years, I’ve only 
driven a handful of classics. 

Even so, most of the enthusiasts 
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I meet through working on C&SC 


are of the opinion that I have a 
dream job. My stock response to 
this is that it’s great for six months 
of the year (approximately April to 
October) and a nightmare for the 
other six, thanks to the British 
climate. If anything is going to ruin 
a shoot, it’s the weather: I could fill 
pages with the tales. Probably the 
worst ever was a day at Silverstone 
with race-prepared Ford Anglias: 
the rain was so torrential that I 
couldn’t see the cars from the side 
of the track, and I finally had to give 
up on the static shots w hen I 
couldn’t focus through the camera’s 
viewfinder — it was full of water. 
And a fog-bound winter’s day at 
Rockingham lingers on in my 
nightmares. The visibility never 
went above 10ft but somehow we 
got a six-car story out of that. 
Breakdowns inevitably cause 
headaches, too —we’ve had to ‘fake’ 
driving shots by pushing a car down 
a hill or towing it behind a camera 
car, with the rope retouched out 
later. Italian cars seem to have a 
poor track record in this regard, but 
I stopped citing Lamborghinis as 
the worst offenders after the owner 
ofa particularly nice (and mechani- 
cally perfect) Islero went home 
after our shoot leaving me waiting 
for the RAC ina dead Ford Focus. 
[have to admit, though, that I go 
on shoots that most enthusiasts 
(and most photographers) would 
kill to be involved with. Highlights 
include two days in the Alps with a 
group of Miuras, a tour around the 
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Baker, the consummate professional, turned a dreadful foggy afternoon into a moody static 


wildest bits of Oregon with a Alfa 
Spider, anda shoot along the Baha- 
mian coast with a pretty Siata. Even 
in the UK, two days in the Brecon 
Beacons with a Dino ora glorious 
autumn day in the Dales wich three 
AC Aces take some beating. 
There’s also the occasional thrill 
of experiences that money couldn’t 
buy, such as being driven through a 
rally stage by Hannu Mikkola or 
around a racetrack by John Surtees. 
All of these things come with pres- 
sure: there’s only ever one attempt 


to get a set of pictures worthy of 


publication, no matter what the 
circumstances throw up. 
Photography has changed 


beyond recognition since I started 
on C&SC. Who'd have dreamed of 
a world where cameras don’t use 
film, or of the things that can be 
done with Adobe Photoshop? 
Digital imaging has opened up 
creative possibilities that keep this 
job exciting and inspiring, and I still 
get a buzz from seeing my work on 
the page when the box of freshly 
printed issues arrives in the office. 
Tips for budding car snappers? 
‘To par aphrase Spielberg 2's advice to 
aspiring directors: “Wear comfort- 
able shoes.” All very well if you work 
in Hollywood but, if you want to 
photograph cars in the UK, my tip 
would be to buy a big coat. ===
